California’s could have 
Calamity and the been more cheering 
Church’s than the prompt 
Opportunity and magnificent 
generosity of the 


Church in all the United States.” These 
words, written by the Bishop of Sacra- 
mento, express fully the feeling of the 
Bishop of California and the clergy and 
people of the Pacific Coast. A great dis- 
aster like that at San Francisco shocks 
us into a consciousness of the reality of 
Christian brotherhood, and wherever the 
spirit of the Christian life rules in the 
hearts of men, the desire to help finds 
speedy expression. The Church has al- 
ready given largely to meet California’s 
dire need, but, as the Corresponding Sec- 
retary has endeavored to point out else- 
where in this number, what has been 
done so far is but a beginning, admirable 
in itself, but a beginning made to meet 
the physical needs of members of the 
Church’s family. There still remains 
the necessity for large gifts toward what 
has been called “religious reconstruc- 
tion.” The people of California would 
gladly assume this burden for them- 
selves if it were possible, but they know 
that under present conditions, if the 
Church is to be re-equipped properly and 
speedily, they must have large help from 
abroad. None of them would ask for 


that help simply for their own conyen- 
ience or comfort. They are keen that 
the Church’s claim to be the moral and 
spiritual leader of social life shall be 
vindicated. True, this cannot be done ~ 
simply through the erection of buildings, 
but buildings in which the spirit of wor- 
ship and the spirit of brotherly help may 
be trained and strengthened, are essen- 
tial in order that the Church may dis- 
charge all her responsibilities. The Pres- 
byterian General Assembly recognized 
this fact last month when it called upon 
Presbyterian congregations throughout 
the country to give at least $300,000 
toward the reconstruction of Presbyte- 
rian churches in San Francisco and the 
neighborhood. The losses of our Presby- 
terian brethren are much less than those 
sustained by our own Church. It would 
seem that not less than $1,000,000 would 
be needed, not merely to replace the 
Church as it was before earthquake and 
fire did their damage, but to rebuild it 
more strongly than ever. It has been 
said, we believe truly, that “the present 
is a time when the resources of the 
Church throughout the country ought to 
be rallied to the support of the Church 
in California and Sacramento. 
ter churches should be rebuilt on a still 
larger and more substantial scale. Small, 
unattractive buildings, now gone for- 
ever, should be replaced by churches 
(427) 
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whose very appearance will speak to men 
of God and His Truth and invite men 
to come and worship. There should be 
more parish houses for aggressive work. 
Hospitals, orphanages and homes must 
be enabled to continue their merciful 
ministries.” 


EANTIME, the 
M spirit of Cali- 
fornia and Sacra- 
mento is undaunted. 
“Tt is a heavy blow 
for the Church here,” says Archdeacon 
Emery; “the more so as many of us had 
hoped that California’s offerings for mis- 
sions would be much larger than ever be- 
fore. It is a sore visitation, but the 
Church will come out in the end.” And 
the same spirit rings through the words 
of the Bishop of Sacramento: “All the 
field will feel the paralysis of business 
and consequent hard times growing out 
of the destruction of San Francisco. 
However, we are going to try to make 
up our apportionment just the same.” 
“The spirit of our men and women 
in California during this trial,” says 
the rector of one of the larger churches, 
“has been superb. It was almost worth 
while to have such a disaster to witness 
the resurrection of such a spirit.” In 
view of such typical utterances as these 
all will agree that a “strong, well- 
equipped Church in the new San Fran- 
cisco at the earliest possible day is an 
end that must command the co-operation 
of every Churchman who realizes how

much the Chureh has had to do with

f ONTH after 
month during 

the past winter has

ably the people of

ber of ways. If we indicate only one it 
must not be thought that we are making 
money the sole measure of missionary 
zeal. The record of the year in this par- 
ticular has been such as to give new 
courage and confidence to the Board of 
Missions. Not that all financial prob- 
lems are solved by any means. Although 
the receipts from congregations and in- 
dividuals from September 1st, 1905, to 
May 1st, 1906, were larger by $33,248 
than the receipts for the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, the 
gain is not quite sufficient to pro- 
vide for the necessarily increased ap- 
propriations. It is of the utmost im- 
portance, therefore, that the rate of 
gain established for the first eight 
months of the fiscal year be continued 
through the last four, in order that no 
further deficit may be incurred. The 
fear has been expressed that the notable 
gifts to meet San Franciseco’s special 
need will result in diminished offerings 
for missions during the summer months. 
But we believe that American Church- 
men will not allow their generous action 
in relieving the conditions created by a 
great catastrophe, to interfere with the 
discharge of regular and normal obliga- 
tions.

received to May 29th is $98,554.64, from 
2,780 schools—an average of $35.45 a 
school. These figures show a gain over 
the corresponding period of 1905 of 
$6,200, and 204 schools, but a loss of 
thirty-nine cents a school. There is 
every reason to believe that the goal of 
$125,000 suggested for the 1906 Easter 
Offering will be reached and_ passed. 
Never since the schools first crossed the 
$100,000 line, five years ago, have they 
failed to do more than they have been 
asked to do. 

Once again the Sunday-school Auxil- 
iary of the diocese of Pennsylvania has 
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The Progress of the Kingdom 


broken all previous records by making 
an Easter offering of $33,692.31. The 
Sunday-schools in no other diocese in 
the country came within $20,000 of the 
amount given by the Pennsylvania 
schools. This year’s total, from present 
indications, will be fully one-fourth of 
the whole amount given by the Sunday- 
schools throughout the country. 
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The Double Work Hospital, Tok- 
of a Japanese yo, does double 
Hospital duty. On the one 


hand it ministers to 
many Japanese and is the means of giv- 
ing to some of them their first practical 
knowledge of the Christian faith, while 
at the same time it stands before the 
Japanese people as a type of good hos- 
pital administration. There is reason 
to believe that such an object lesson as 
this is not without great value, in spite 
of the wonderful record made by Jap- 
anese army surgeons in preserving the 
health of the soldiers and in caring for 
the wounded during the war with Rus- 
sia. On the other hand, St. Luke’s ren- 
ders valuable service to the foreign com- 
munity. It is the one hospital in Japan 
+o which most foreigners are willing to 
go. Its fame reaches to China and even 
as far south as the Straits Settlements. 
An article elsewhere in this issue by one 
who has recently enjoyed the privileges 
of St. Luke’s will emphasize a phase of 
the hospital work which, perhaps, has 
hardly had sufficient recognition. With 
the growth of the foreign population in 
Japan, and with the increasing number 
of tourists from this country, it is plain 
that the proper maintenance of a well- 
equipped institution such as this, direct- 


ly concerns a large number of American 


people.

Nurses Who for the estab- 
Deserve a Better lishment of a 
Home Church hospital in 

this country  ob- 

tains in Japan, and, it may be safely 
said, is accentuated by the conditions of 
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Japanese life. Bearing all this in mind, 
it would seem to be hardly suitable that 
the hospital of the American Church 
should ask its nurses to live under the 
conditions described in the article. The 
place used for the nurses’ dormitory was 
originally intended for a lumber room 
under the ward. The floor is less than a 
toot from the ground and the ceiling is 
not seven feet high. When this dormi- 
tory represents their one opportunity for 
relaxation, it is plain that the nurses 
coming there after the strain of the day’s 
work have little chance for recuperation. 
This is particularly true during the win- 
ter months and in the rainy season. A 
missionary institution such as St. Luke’s 
can surely not do its work to the best ad- 
vantage so long as it requires such im- 
portant members of its staff to live un- 
der such conditions. As a matter of 
common justice, we hope that the nurses’ 
home, which, after all, will only cost 
about $2,500, may be speedily erected.

Making cation of the 
Church History Missionary District 
in Mexico of Mexico met in 


Mexico City, April 
25th, 1906, with an attendance of six 
American, fifteen Mexican clergy, and 
fourteen lay delegates. The bishop’s ad- 
dress outlined his official work since 
coming to the republic. Among the im- 
portant acts of the convocation was the 
selection of a Standing Committee and 
a Board of Missions and the adoption 
of the constitution and canons of West 
Texas, with some necessary modifica- 
tions. The report of the committee on 
the state’of the Church showed progress 
beyond the expectation of any one, save 
possibly the bishop, whose frequent jour- 
neys about the district have put him in 
touch with the situation in all the 
stronger centres and in many of the re- 
mote sections. Christ Church, Mexico 
City, established many years ago as a 
congregation of English Churchmen, has 
recently paid off an indebtedness of 
$22,000, and the building was conse- 
erated during the convocation. Bishop 
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Aves recently received a request from 
this congregation for permission to use 
the American Book of Common Prayer. 
One other interesting advance step of 
the convocation was the formation of a 
branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The 
Synod of the Mexican Episcopal Church 
having decided on February 18th to 
transfer its clergy to the jurisdiction of 
Bishop Aves, the bishop has informed 
the Board of Missions that the Mexican 
Episcopal Church as a separate body is 
now extinct, and that the Mexican 
clergy, having been transferred to his 
jurisdiction by the Bishop of Washing- 
ton, acting as Provisional Bishop of 
Mexico, are now clergy of the American 
Episcopal Church.

Chinese Of- young laymen as 
ficials teachers in Boone 
College, Wuchang, 


by a recent appeal made to Bishop Roots 
by a number of Chinese officials. They 
ask that he will establish a school for 
girls to which they may send their 
daughters. These girls have been going 
to a government school established a few 
months ago in Wuchang, but these offi- 
cials tell the bishop that they are unwill- 
ing longer to trust their daughters to the 
unwholesome moral atmosphere of the 
institution. They have seen how St. 
Hilda’s School is conducted; they have 
seen its work and its results in the lives 
of the young women who come from it, 
and therefore have urged that he should 
assign some woman of the mission staff 
to this important work, the expense 
of which they are prepared to bear. 
This means an exceptional opportunity 
to reach the families of a large number 
of influential mandarins in Central 
China in the most effective way. Bish- 
op Roots hopes to be able to comply with 
the request, but his ability to do so will 
depend upon whether or not Mrs. Jack- 
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son, the wife of the rector of Boone Col- 
lege, can be released from her present 
work as a teacher of the boys. About 
two years ago when Tuan Fang, at that 
time acting Viceroy of Wuchang, now 
one of the members of the High Imper- 
ial Commission which recently visited 
the United States, had his home in Wu- 
chang, Mrs. Jackson, at his request, 
taught his wife and daughter. The vice- 
roy showed his appreciation of her work 
by making generous contributions to 
Boone School. 


O it appears that 
the man who 
volunteers for one 
of the vacant posts 
at the college will 
not only meet a great need in the educa- 
tion of boys and young men, but will 
make possible one of the most significant 
advance movements that can be under- 
taken by our mission in its work among 
girls and young women. Bishop Roots 
has sent Mr. Howard Richards, Jr., one 
of the lay teachers of the college, to this 
country for the special purpose of secur- 
ing recruits. He is prepared to give full 
information and to make appointments 
to interview any who may care to take 
the matter under consideration. His ad- 
dress until August 1st will be the Church 
Missions House. Another significant 
fact in this connection is the changed at- 
titude of the present Viceroy of Wu- 
chang, Chang Chih-Tung. -A few years 
ago he desired to send a son to Boone 
School, and offered to give a dormitory 
to the institution if the school authori- 
ties would agree not to give the lad 
Christian instruction. As compliance 
with such a request would cut across the 
missionary purpose of the school, the of- 
fer was politely declined. Within the 
last few weeks the same viceroy has 
asked permission to send four of his 
young relatives to Boone College, with 
the understanding that they are to have 
the full course of Christian teaching.

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CALIFORNIA’S NEED THE CHURCH’S 
OPPORTUNITY *

HE first details of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake were reaching 
the East when I left New York 
to keep my engagement with 

the conference of the Seventh Mission- 
ary Department at Seattle. As the train 
sped west, the bulletins telling of the 
progress of the flames that followed the 
earthquake gave a hint, at least, of the 
tragedy that was being enacted at the 
western gateway of the country. It was 
evident that the Church in San Fran- 
cisco must suffer greatly. I wrote to 
Bishop Nichols that, while my plans pro- 
vided for a return east direct from 
Seattle, J would hold myself in readi- 
ness to go to San Francisco if he de- 
sired. When his telegram requesting 
me to come to San Francisco arrived, 
Bishop Funsten kindly released me from 
my promise to visit some of the work in 
Boisé on my way east, as did the Seattle 
clergy from my engagements to speak 
there on the Sunday of the conference. 
On Saturday night, in company with 
Bishop Rowe, I started south. 

Two days later as we approached San 
Francisco from across the bay we saw 
the hands of the clock on the lofty ferry 
tower still marking the fateful moment 
when the earthquake shock began. It is 
useless to attempt any description of the 
extent and the completeness of the de- 
struction that has fallen upon the once 
beautiful metropolis of the western 
coast. The flames that followed the 
earthquake fought their way over seven 
square miles. If one would try to 
realize what that means, let him take a 
map of his own city and outline a simi- 
lar area. Speaking in the terms of New 
York, it would mean the sweeping away 
of everything from the Battery to 
Twenty-third Street. One climbs Nob 
Hill and finds himself looking out,

cooking places. 


north, east, south, and west, upon such 
a scene of desolation as he hopes never 
to witness again. But even that sight 
does not tell the whole story of wreck 
and loss, for throughout those parts of 
the city that escaped the fire are to be 
found evidences of the earthquake— 
buildings shifted from their founda- 
tions, walls fallen out, roofs fallen in, 
piles-of brick here and there that tell of 
chimneys having been transferred bodily 
from the house to the street. 

And yet in spite of it all the spirits 
of the people seemed to be undaunted. 
The general feeling seemed to be typi- 
fied by the action of the old sea captain 
who, when he was asked how his family 
had fared, replied, “All well, thank 
God!” and -raised his cap. The wind 
breaks around hastily improvised street 
kitchens—no fires were allowed in 
houses for fear that defective chimneys 
would start the flames afresh—showed 
that the people were trying to make the 
best of the situation. “Camp Cheerful,” 
“Camp Don’t Worry,” were typical of 
the names selected for these open-air 
A particularly fine con- 
struction of dry-goods boxes covered 
with yellow cheese-cloth was facetiously 
named “The New Hotel St. Francis.” 
Whether this cheerful acceptance of 
hard conditions and the resolute deter- 
mination to replace what the earthquake 
and fire have destroyed will survive the 
strain of the many weeks or months that 
must pass before even the ordinary 
necessities of life can be enjoyed as of 
old, some people have been inclined to 
doubt. One can easily believe that in 
some respects the heaviest drain upon 
the spirits and energy of the people is 
still to come, but I saw nothing to lead 
me to think that those who have passed 
through the horrors of earthquake and 
fire will be unable to stand the strain of 
the coming months. 

There is no end of the interest and 
pathos of life in San Francisco and the

neighboring towns affected by the earth- 
quake, but the readers of THE Spirit oF 
Missions will naturally want to know 
something of the situation as it affects 
the present and the future of the 
Church. As Bishop Nichols and I talked 
the matter over, our thoughts centred on 
these four points—Life, Home, Income, 
Property. 
Life 

So far as the bishop was informed, 
none of the Church people in the Dio- 
cese of California had been killed. 
Even the children in the Maria Kip Or- 
phanage and the patients in St. Luke’s 
Hospital were reported safe, though both 
buildings were badly wrecked. The Dis- 
trict of Sacramento was not so fortu- 
nate; two of the Churchwomen of the 
Incarnation, Santa Rosa, each with a lit- 
tle daughter, lost their lives. 


Home 


The homes of hundreds of San Fran- 
cisco Church people were destroyed in 
the common ruin and their owners were 
forced to seek shelter with friends out- 
side the city, or to join the great army 
of campers in the public parks. Eleven 


of the clergy were left homeless; their 
libraries and practically every bit of per- 
sonal property, save what they were able 
to carry away as hand-baggage, were de- 
stroyed. Fortunately, the new house just 
completed by the diocese as an episcopal 
residence escaped both earthquake and 
fire, though at one time it looked as if 
nothing. could save it. The bishop and 
his family had such things as they could 
carry away packed, ready for a hasty de- 
parture. With characteristic concern 
for the welfare of his clergy, Bishop 
Nichols gave shelter to a number of 
them during the first few days after the 
fire, and has since made his home the 
central office for the diocese. The dioc- 
esan house, with all its valuable records, 
was burned. 
Income 

With the destruction of their homes 
and the total cessation of business, the 
income of most of the Church members 
ceased. It will be many months before 
the re-establishment of business enter- 
prises will make possible the earning of 
a living on anything like the old scale. 
This fact has a serious bearing upon 
clergy support. People in the plight of

most of our friends in San Francisco 
are able to give but little, however much 
they may want to give, toward clerical 
stipends. This is a matter which con- 
cerns not only the San Francisco par- 
ishes, but a score or more of congrega- 
tions in the suburbs, whose people’s busi- 
ness interests were in the city. At least 
thirty-three congregations in the Dio- 
cese of California and the District of 
Sacramento are directly affected to a 
greater or less extent. Then, too, the 
question of providing support for the 
diocesan missionaries is a serious one. 
Naturally, the San Francisco parishes 
gave the largest amount for Church ex- 
tension. Some of the mission stations 
realizing that little help can come from 
San Francisco for a long time, have no- 
tified the archdeacon that they will en- 
deavor to get along with smaller grants 
and will try to give larger amounts for 
‘clerical support. In other instances, this 
will not be possible, so that the care of 
the diocesan missionaries is one of the 
matters which is causing the bishop seri- 
ous concern. Naturally, too, the diocese 
will be able to give but little toward cen- 
tral expenses and episcopal support. 
Bishop Nichols is considering the possi- 
bility of renting the episcopal residence 
and using the income to aid the diocese. 
It is to be hoped that he will not be 
obliged to go to this length, for his home, 
besides the great service it is rendering 
as the diocesan house, is serving also as 
a temporary church for Grace and St. 
Peter’s congregations. 


Property 


The property loss of the Church in 
California and Sacramento is heavy. 
Six of the San Francisco churches— 
‘Grace, St. Luke’s, St. John’s, the Ad- 
vent, St. Peter’s, and the Cathedral Mis- 
sion—were totally destroyed. The walls 
of Trinity were damaged by earthquake 
shock and dynamite concussion. St. 
Paul’s lost some of the stone veneering 
which covered its wooden frame, while 
St. Mary the Virgin and St. Stephen’s 
escaped with less damage. St. Mat- 
thew’s, San Mateo, was hopelessly 
wrecked, and some minor damage was

done in 
Alameda, 
Sausalito. 
In addition to the churches, St. 
Luke’s Hospital, the Seamen’s Institute, 
the Boys’ Home and the Old Ladies’ 
Home in San Francisco, were complete- 
ly destroyed, either by fire or earthquake; 
while the Kip Orphanage was _ badly 
damaged. At the Divinity-school of the 
Pacific at San Mateo, a new building 
costing $20,000 is almost a total loss, and 
the Armitage Orphanage, in course of 
erection, sustained heavy damage. 
Bishop Nichols estimates the loss to 
Church property in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia as, at least, $500,000, with possi- 
ble insurance of not more than $85,000. 
In the Sacramento district, churches 
or rectories suffered severely in Santa 
Rosa, Fort Bragg, Willetts, Healdsburg, 
and Ukiah. Probably $25,000 will re- 
place the Sacramento loss. 
What the Church Has Done to 
Help California 
Before the fire had been extinguished 
plans were being formed to meet the 
pressing needs created by such an un- 
precedented disaster. The Board of 
Missions took the lead and the follow- 
ing telegram, signed by the Treasurer, 
was sent to every bishop in the United 
States: 

In addition to subscriptions 
through regularly authorized chan- 
nels the Board of Missions will 
gladly receive and forward as may 
be designated to the Bishops of 
California and Sacramento such 
contributions as may be sent to be 
disbursed under their direction for 
special cases of need in this ap- 
palling calamity. 

The response has been immediate, and 
_more than $69,000 have been received to 
be forwarded to Bishop Nichols. Many 
contributions from congregations and in- 
dividuals have gone directly to him and 
further collections are being made. It 
is probable that by July 1st fully $100,- 
000 will have been given by the Church 
throughout the country to meet the im- 
mediately pressing needs of the Church 
in California and Sacramento.

The destruction in San Francisco has 
been so appalling that other losses seem 
dwarfed in comparison. As a matter of 
fact, however, in places like Santa Rosa, 
the loss is much greater proportionately 
than in San Francisco. Bishop Nichols, 
recognizing this condition, has arranged 
with Bishop Moreland that a portion of 
the gifts sent to meet the situation de- 
scribed by the general term “San Fran- 
cisco’s need,” shall be used to aid the 
Church in Sacramento as well. 

This money is being carefully dis- 
bursed for the following purposes: 

The support of parochial clergy—it 
must be understood that the clergy as well 
as the laity are prepared to get along as 
best they can with diminished incomes. 

For the support of diocesan mission- 
aries. 

For meeting imperative personal needs 
of those who have lost everything and 
cannot at present provide for them- 
selves. 

For the erection of temporary church 
buildings. 

For enabling the clergy whose libra- 
ries have been lost to supply themselves 
moderately with new tools. 


The funds placed in Bishop Nichols’s 
hands will be made to cover as long a 
period as possible. Every dollar will be 
required to do a dollar’s worth of good. 
But let no one think that what has al- 
ready been done will supply all needs. 
True, present anxieties are largely re- 
moved, but every dollar that can be 
given should be forwarded as soon as 
possible. The bishops may not use it im- 
mediately, but it will help to swell their 
resources and enable them to take a long 
look ahead with the reassuring knowl- 
edge that they have at their command 
means to meet all reasonable emergen- 
cies. So far as one can foresee, it will 
be at least three or four years before the 
congregations that have suffered so 
heavily will be in a position to support 
their own work and the work of Church 
extension dependent upon them. 

To gifts of money have been added 
much appreciated gifts of clothing, 
medicines, and kindred supplies. The 
episcopal residence has become a dioc- 
esan storehouse and distributing centre, 
as well as the diocesan office.

What the Church May Still Do 
to Help California 

Thus far, most of the money sent for 

the Church in California has naturally 

enough been for the purpose of meet- 


ing the necessities of the immediate 
present. The question of rebuilding is 


a matter that must soon be faced. Shall 


the Church in California, and especially 
in San Francisco, be left to work out 
this problem alone? I think not. Un- 
doubtedly the people will do their best, 
but that best will be far from adequate to 
meet the opportunities of the immediate 
future. The Church in California has 
made marked advance during the fifteen 


lost. If, on the other hand, the rebuild- 
ing of the churches can keep pace, or 
even outstrip, the rebuilding of the city 
as a whole, new spiritual victories will 
be won, and to the Church’s willingness 
to serve the community will be added 
her ability to lead the community. 

It seems reasonable to ask that the 
Church throughout the country shall aid 
the Church in California in re-establish- 
ing itself for at least two reasons: 

1. The bishop and his clergy see in 
this visitation of earthquake and fire 
not only a great catastrophe, but a great 
spiritual opportunity. This finds ex- 
pression in the determination to build a 
better, as well as a more beautiful, San

Francisco. One of the first acts of the 
General Relief Committee, composed of 
fifty representative citizens, was the 
adoption of this resolution, offered by 
Bishop Nichols and seconded by Arch- 
bishop Montgomery, of the Roman 
Church, and Dr. Voorsanger, the lead- 
ing Jewish rabbi: 


While applying itself to the im- 
mediate relief of the most pressing 

needs of our citizens, this commit- 
tee commend to the religious peo- 
ple of our city bearing the saint’s 
name, at their earliest services of 

public worship, an expression of 
thanksgiving for the many mercies 
of preservation and of faith in Al- 
mighty God to give our people faith 
for all that lies before them. The 
committee would recommend the 
holding of open-air services when 
practicable, especially for those who 
have lost their houses of worship, 
in our parks and squares, after due 
consultation with the park authori- 
ties and between those arranging 
for such services. 


Bishop Nichols hopes that when the 
time for rebuilding comes, something

may be done to re-district the city, in or- 
der that churches and parish houses may 
be most effectively placed. As he puts 
it, he wants his people to “think city- 
wise, rather than parish-wise.” 

2. In the second place, the welfare of 
the Church on the Pacific Coast is a 
matter which concerns the Church 
throughout the country. Prostrate, 
though it is at present, San Francisco 
is a strategic centre. Wise Church 
statesmanship requires that that centre 
should be strengthened in order that the 
Church, north and south, east and west, 
may be strong. This was undoubtedly 
the conviction of the Board of Missions 
when, at its meeting on May 8th, it 
adopted this resolution: 


That the Bishop of California be 
requested to inform the Board, as 
soon as he is sure of the facts, just 
what amount will be needed to re- 
store the Church in the city of San 
Francisco, as to its buildings, the 
support of the clergy, and the carry- 
ing on of the work; taking into ac- 
count moneys already given or cer- 
tain to be received, so that the 
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Noble Building 
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Board may proceed to make an ap- 
peal to the Church to secure the 
needed amount without delay. 


Bishop Nichols has not been able as 
yet to send the detailed statement asked 
for, ‘but he has expressed his grateful 
recognition of this message, sent by the 
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Board of Missions as the: agent of 
the Church. It only remains now for 
the Church to recognize and seize the 
present opportunity. The present is the 
time for doing something really great. 
I believe the Church can do it, and will 
do it.

S some of the most conspicuous 
sears of the shock and flame in 
our city are the ruined church 
buildings, so in that vision of the 

new San Francisco some of us like to see 
in their right and prominent perspective 
the worthy houses of God that are to be. 
The genius of reconstruction should 
count them in as notable features. ... 
In all our recent destruction religious 
people have found satisfaction in look- 
ing up at the brightly gleaming crosses 
which have remained aloft, sometimes in 
the night glow of the devouring flames, 
seeming to be a part of the sky itself. 
May our new builders think of this. 
But noble buildings will mean very little 


if with them the religious people of the 
city do not themselves come out of the 
ordeal with personal character purified 
and strengthened, and if they do not so 
let their light shine before men that they 
may see their good works and glorify 
their Father which is in Heaven. Our 
busy and efficient relief committeemen 
paused a few minutes even in the rush 
and volume of their work in the early 
days of their existence to commend 
especial turning to God by our congre- 
gations. And in all our plans for the 
future city let our religious people see to 
it that character building shall be one of 
our foremost concerns.

NE who was present at the daily ser- 
vices of Holy Week in St. Augus- 
tine’s Chapel was impressed with the per- 
fect stillness of this large body of stu- 
dents during the reading of the long por- 
tion of Scripture appointed for the Gos- 
pel for each day, and with their atten- 
tion, well maintained, throughout a ser- 
vice of two hours’ length on Good Fri- 
day from eleven to one o’clock. The lit- 
any was said in the early morning and 
evening prayer in the late afternoon. 
The quiet voices and bearing of the stu- 
dents on the campus during the other 


hours of this holy day were also notice- 
able. 


HERE were nearly ninety communi- 
cants at the celebration in the early 
morning of Easter Day; among these the 
newly confirmed, seventeen in number, 
received their first communion in a 
body. The offerings at all the services 
were devoted to St. Agnes’s Hospital, 
and amounted to $102. 
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HE little children of the neighbor- 
hood who come to Sunday-school in 
Taylor Hall assembled in the chapel on 
Easter afternoon to offer their Lenten 
mite-boxes on the altar. The children 
are of various shapes, sizes and shades, 
some have whole shoes, some have shoes 
with holes, and some have no shoes at 
all. There are some with whole tidy 
dresses and coats and others are very 
conspicuously tattered and torn, but 
their mite-boxes yielded the wonderful 
sum of $17! The contents of the stu- 
dents’ mite-boxes were $13, making a 
total for missions of $30.

BOUT half-past three on the morn- 
ing of April 26th, fire destroyed the 
building in which stood the engine and 
saw used for sawing all the wood which 
is burned on the school grounds. The 
fire had gained good headway when first 
discovered by one of the night nurses at 
the hospital, who ran to the young men’s 
building to give the alarm. The fire 
brigade was quickly on hand and efforts 
were directed to saving the Industrial 
Building which stood near, and to which 
the wind carried showers of burning cin- 
ders. As there is no hydrant in that part 
of the school grounds the hose was of 
no avail and all of the water was car- 
ried in buckets. Had there been a 
stronger wind the girls’ building would 
have been in great danger. The engine 
pbuilding was entirely destroyed, the en- 
gine itself injured, and about a cord and 
a half of wood was burned. 

The fear of fire is never absent from 
the minds of those in authority at St. 
Augustine’s, who long for the time when 
they will have sufficient means to put in 
proper heating and lighting apparatus. 
All of the buildings are lighted with 
lamps, and, with the exception of the 
girls’ building, all are heated with stoves.

HOSPITAL WORK IN 


CHINA 


BY E. L. WOODWARD, M.D. 


HE dumpling of the fairy tale, 
that stuck fast to the tongue of 
the wicked little girl, might 
well be matched in real life by 

the big tumor growing from the root of 
the tongue of the unfortunate Chinese 
woman who was brought to St. James’s 
Hospital, Gankin, a couple of months 
ago, by Mr. Wang, the catechist in 
charge of our out-station at Wang- 
chiang, forty miles to the west. She 
was in a most desperate plight, the more 
pitiable from her effort to diminish the 
repulsiveness of her affliction by drap- 
ing a cloth over the lower part of her 
face. She told me in an almost inartic- 
ulate voice that the tumor had been 
growing for ten years, and had caused 
intense pain. She was only a poor coun- 
trywoman and would never have been 
able to get to the hospital had not some 
of the Christians at Wang-chiang pro- 
vided for her travelling expenses and 
Mr. Wang for her escort. Prolonged

suffering had taught her patience, but 
her joy was great when I told her that 
she could probably be cured. There was 
something most appealing in her simple- 
hearted trustfulness: in those trying to 
help her. 

The removal of the tumor, which 
proved to be largely of bony tissue and 
weighed over two pounds, necessitated a 
serious operation, but left her without 
any disfigurement at all, and in about 
two weeks she was able to return home. I 
heard afterward that the transformation 
in her appearance was so complete that 
many of her old acquaintances failed to 
recognize her, and the wonder of the 
community finally found expression suf- 
ficiently extravagant in the dictum: 
“Wha Isen bth pu-sa yiu ling shae.” (Dr. 
Wha* compare idol has healing-virtue 
more.) The incident bids fair to have a 
romantic ending, too. The woman is 
still young, and, now that she is relieved 
of her former affliction, is so well-fa- 
vored, according to Chinese standards, 
that she has become a belle in the mat- 
rimonial market. At the time of writ- 
ing it seems not unlikely that our eate- 
chist at Tsung-yang, a genial old bache- 
lor of forty-five, will prove the success- 
ful aspirant for her hand, in which case

the germs of Christian truth already re- 
ceived will have a most favorable en- 
vironment for full development into 
Christian character. If identity of af- 
fliction engenders true sympathy of soul, 
the match will doubtless be an ideally 
happy one, for Mr. Shao is now convales- 
cent in the hospital after the removal of 
a considerable bao (tumor) of the chin.

NEEDS 


BY BISHOP BROOKE 


SORELY need some special help for 
All Saints’ Hospital and for one or 
two church buildings—to buy 
ground where it is cheap and avail- 

able and to station some of my lay-read- 
ers. I am needed here. It seems utterly 
wrong to leave this work to ask for 
money, but money must be had, or so 
much of the work is without avail. 

The present needs are these: 

1. To provide for some modest 
pledges for church buildings already 
given by me, amounting now to $700, 
and which I must meet by July Ist. 

2. To meet expenses of bringing two 
or three workers to the district, e.g., one 
from New York City, whose removal 
with his family, with the utmost econ- 
omy, cost me $150. There are two or 
three others needing aid, if I can get 
them, though not so much. 

3. For All Saints’ Hospital, before 
midsummer, at least $500. 

4. To add to the number of the clergy 
or lay-workers in my field, and to pay 
some of them a little better. Just now 
not less than $300 would help me to meet 
such needs. 

5. Some “emergency money” to meet 
openings. Within two weeks two nety 
missions have asked help—missions that 
are wholly new. If I have $600 to give 
them, I could secure self-help on their 
part to the amount of three or four 
times that. They are typical cases. 
There are, and will be, such openings 
at almost any time. 


A FRONTIER CHURCH IN NORTH DAKOTA 


THE DAY’S WORK ON ‘THE NORTH- 
WESTERN FRONTIER 


EPLYING to the editor’s request 

for “news” about his work, a 

North Dakota missionary sends 

these hurried notes: “You can 

use anything you like,” he says, “but my 
name. J have an aversion to seeing a 


man’s name in connection with his re-. 


ligious work, except in cases like Bishop 
Rowe. 

“Wednesday, March 21st: Worked hard 
at books—the only day I could have for 
the week. Wanted to do some work in 
the evening but callers came and stayed 
until twelve o’clock. One of them ex- 
pressed the wish that he might have 
plenty of time for reading as I had. Re- 
tired at 1 A.M. 

“Thursday, March 22d: Arose at 4 A.M. 
and fed my horses. Started at 6 A.M. to 
go forty-two miles through mud and 
- water to baptize a sick baby. Got there 
at 6 p.m. Horse had dinner; I had none. 


Baptized baby and had a short service 
with neighbors who gathered. Then we 
told ghost stories until 11 p.m. Retired 
in a corner of the room at 11:30. So few 
coverings, I was cold and could not sleep, 
so ran over in my mind several times the 
Holy Communion service in Sioux In- 
dian. 

“Friday, March 23d: Arose at 6 A.M. 
and fed horses. Started back at 8 A.M., 
got home at 9 p.m. They gave me fifty 
cents and I got dinner on the way. 

“Saturday, March 24th: Started on 
early morning train for Cando. 

“Sunday, March 25th: Had good ser- 
vice at Cando. In the church there was 
one woman who recently buried her only 
sister; another, a wife with seven chil- 
dren, all there, whose husband is a 
‘tough’ and she sometimes has no bread 
for her little ones; a Norwegian woman, 
faithful, whose husband is a drunkard, a 
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454 Notes from 
young Norwegian whose brother had 
just died, to be buried in the afternoon. 
A widow who lost her husband and has 
struggled nobly on her land to rear well 
four boys. I preached from text, ‘I 
know their sorrows.’ Here at Cando I 
have several ‘Iron-side Baptists’ enrolled 
as parish members. They like us be- 
cause we ‘believe the Bible’ as they say. 

“Monday, March 26th: Raised money 
to pay $18.56 insurance on church. Re- 
turned home in evening bringing a 
gunny sack full of old clothes for some 
of my destitute Indians. They caused 
them as much joy as they did the white 
people when they were new.

“Tuesday, March 27th: Went off for a 
load of hay. Good luck; a man gave me 
a load free. 

“Wednesday, March 28th: Went to 
Turtle Mountains and back to the In- 
dians—fifty-eight miles round trip. 

“Thursday, March 29th: Went nine 
miles to see a sick man. 

“Friday, March 30th: Had early cele- 
bration in my church here and studied 
the rest of the day. A man gave me 
$9 just to show his good-will. 

“Saturday, March 31st: Made calls. 

“Sunday, April 1st: Service here. 

“You see how it goes. Am glad I am 
a priest in the Church.”

UR second annual convocation 
was held in Trinity Church, 
Ponce, May 8th. Routine 
business occupied most of the 


time. Reports were read from all the

workers, nearly all of whom were pres- 
ent. The bishop’s address touched upon 
the general features of the Church’s 
work, also upon the need of a thorough 
and accurate study of the Spanish lan-

guage, with a view to bringing to the 
natives the message which the Church 
has to give, and which the people are 
willing and ready to receive. He re- 
ferred to the efforts being made to in- 
crease the measure of self-support in the 
missions and parishes, and reminded the 
members of convocation that the Board 
of Missions is not a depository of unlim- 
ited resources from which people have 
a right to draw who are able to defray 
the expense of maintaining the services 
of the Church, but simply the organized 
and authorized agency for applying, in 
places where the need exists, the money 
given by the people of the Church for 
that purpose. He urged economy in 
so far as was consistent with the presen- 
tation of the worship in power and in 
dignity, and advised the missionaries to 
make of each parish and mission a radi- 
ating centre to carry to all the vicinity 
the message, so far as their increasing 
knowledge of the language would per- 
mit. 

After the sessions of the convocation 
had closed the members were invited to 
take part in the dedication of the new

parish school and assembly room which 
have now been completed, and—thanks 
to the Porto Rico Equipment and 
Church Extension Funds—tfully paid 
for. The hospitality of the parish was 
enjoyed by all who attended the lunch- 
eon and listened to the speeches made by 
the delegates. All seemed to agree that 
a wise expenditure of $3,500 had been 
made in removing the rectory from the 


‘noisy, dusty street, elevating it some fif- 


teen feet into the good air, and placing 
the school and parish hall underneath. 
The school has now a capacity of eighty 
children, and many applications are com- 
ing in, but the present size, forty-five, 
will be kept for the balance of the school 
year. In the fall the new pupils will be 
admitted. The parish hall will be used 
for a reading room, lectures, guild room, 
and general workshop. 

Parishes that enjoy the advantages of 
such a building in the home land can 
hardly appreciate how much more use- 
ful and needful it is here where there is 
so much less to elevate and inspire 
human life and make it truly worth 
living.

They are not, as is some- 
times misunderstood by the word, an ex- 
pression of indigence, but, on the con- 
trary, that of a far different synonym, 
requisites; not a sign of weakness, but a 
sure sign of growing strength; not the 
rivets to mend the leaking boilers, but 
new guns for the fighting deck. The coal 
and the boilers are in the hands of the 
Board of Missions. It is for the bat- 
tery’s efficiency that we thus make 
special requisition. 

Again, we believe that we are present- 
ing to you the carefully weighed min- 
imum of needs which, measured by its 
present strength, will enable the mission

Peter’s, Shanghai, and has no parish 
building, there is a waste of power, or 
where a work simply bubbles over with 
promise and enthusiasm, as at present 
in T’sing-poo, and yet, through the pov- 
erty of the members, has no funds to 
build itself a church building, there is 
an evident loss of opportunity. The first 
year such conditions present themselves 
they stand for growth and we welcome 
them, but if the need persists it will at 
length stand for weakness somewhere.

open up Kiangsu Province to the north 
of the river and to the south of Soochow. 
Shanghai has no men to spare and needs 
some one as it is to fill up temporary va- 
cancies. St. John’s College must have 
two more lay teachers. As it is Mr. 
Palmer has put off his furlough because 
he simply could not have been spared. 
And Wusih and Tsing-poo each need an- 
other worker. 

The needs for equipment are set down 
in approximately their order of impera- 
tiveness. We have placed first on the list 
the needs of Tsing-poo. Mr. McRae has 
been asking for these buildings for two 
years already. Tsing-poo originally 
asked the Church to go there and it has 
proved itself our most thoroughly en- 
couraging new centre of work, but the 
people are in very moderate circum- 
stances and really unable to supply these 
buildings themselves. These are the 
mission’s most pressing material needs, 
and it is for them that we ask first, the 
church building in Tsing-poo actually 
first of all. 

Probably the second need is that in 
connection with St. Peter’s parish, 
Shanghai. <A fine church and the home 
of one of our largest congregations, it 
has no parish building whatever. Mr. 
Nichols states the matter as follows: 

“The work among women demands a 

proper meeting room; big enough and 
fitted for its purpose. Meetings now have 
to be held in the Bible-women’s or the 
foreign ladies’ house. The first is too 
small, the second not intended or 
adapted for meetings of women. The 
work among men has a like need.” 
“The work in general demands a Finis 
for festivals, lectures, larger meetings of 
any kind. St. Peter’s is a parish and 
needs equipment for more than village 
work.” 

The boys’ and girls’ schools connected 
with St. Peter’s are both in rented quar- 
ters and the rent is rising yearly. If we 
can build promptly on land which we al- 
ready own, it will before long actually 
save the mission money as well as great- 
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ly stimulate the parish work. The plans, 
which we have seen, are very attractive 
indeed, and provide accommodation for 
all these needs at a marvellously low fig- 
ure. 

Soochow is of great promise. It is one 
of the most beautiful cities of China, the 
provincial capital, a healthy place for 
foreigners to live. It is well equipped 
with foreign staff, well started, with 
every promise of stability, and, young as 
it is, it has already outgrown its quar- 
ters in size, quality and adaptability. It 
appears to be a very promising invest- 
ment indeed. 

St. Luke’s Hospital is overcrowded 
again, and so bears witness to its own 
worth. It needs a large ward for eye pa- 
tients, a special room for eye examina- 
tions, wards for sixty more patients, ac- 
commodations for two trained nurses, 
furniture and fittings. One new build- 
ing, for which we have an excellent lot, 
will fill these needs. The estimated cost 
is $14,000. We have $4,000 on hand and 
need $10,000 from the United States. St. 
Luke’s Hospital is almost entirely self- 
supporting, but it cannot give itself new 
buildings. 

Wusih and Zang-zok present the needs 
of younger stations. They are great pos- 
sibilities and by prompt backing from 
home will soon be counted among the 
sure successes. The Church has the 
ground almost to itself in both these 
cities. 

Thus it appears that in presenting our 
special needs for the year 1906 we have 
said nothing whatever of our discourage- 
ments. The reason for this is that they 
are-not many and that we are not in any 
sense whatever discouraged. On the con- 
trary we are thoroughly optimistic, al- 
most dangerously enthusiastic, not by 
any means because we forget that the 
strife is fierce and the warfare long, but 
that already

AVING recently spent sixteen 
days in that blessed Christian 
refuge for the sick and suffer- 
ing, St. Luke’s Hospital, 

Tokyo, Japan, presided over by your 
faithful medical missionary, Dr. R. B. 
Teusler, I feel impelled to say a few 
words to the friends in America in re- 
gard to the nurses. 

You doubtless know through descrip- 
tions and photographs all about the un- 
pretentious buildings and the good 
Christian work among the patients, but 
these patient, happy, little Christian 
Japanese nurses, flitting about in their 
short white frocks, from morning till 
night, and through the nights too, al- 
ways with a cheerful smile, ready to do 
anything, never saying, “I am tired,” 
these stole my heart, and I wished some- 
thing might be done to insure their com- 
fort and pleasure in their hours of rest. 

This is not my first experience in a 
hospital in Japan, but my first in a 
Christian hospital, and it made me real-

ize keenly the wide difference between 
the two, and that here in Japan, where 
there are many hospitals, a Christian 
hospital has a unique place. 

The rooms for the nurses are on the 
ground floor and are such as are found 
in the very ordinary Japanese dwellings. 
The straw mats which cover the floor 
are only raised about a foot from the 
ground. No matter how cold or how 
damp the weather may be these mats are 
their seats and their beds. It may be 
said: “But they are accustomed to these 
conditions.” Yes, they are, but that 
does not conduce to health or prolong 
their precious lives. When about their 
duties they must of necessity be abso- 
lutely quiet. When they retire to their 
rooms for an hour’s freedom from duty, 
they must still be quiet, there can be no 
relaxation into pleasant chat even, which 
is so dear to the Japanese, because these 
rooms are just under the rooms of the 
patients. LEverything is so crowded!

and I do hope and pray that a separate, 
small house may be built for these dear 
nurses, where they may have rest, relax- 
ation, and recreation between their in- 
tervals of service. I am sure there are 
many women in America who would 
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gladly give the small amount for such a 
house, but they have not known of the 
need. Dr. Teusler, with whom I con- 
sulted in regard to the matter, said 
that $2,500 would be sufticient for build- 
ing such a home. 


SOME HAPPENINGS IN THE AFRICAN

T Nyano Station among the na- 

tives in Sinoe County, which I 

reported having opened last 

year, some first fruits have 

been gathered through the baptism of 

forty adults and children. The chief of 

the tribe, who made us welcome among 

his people, has since died; which we re- 

gret very much. His son is manifesting 
some interest in the work. 


SUCCESSFUL WORK 
AMONG THE KROOS 
ea new work which started 


last year has begun to bear much 
fruit. It is that among the Kroo natives 
of Monrovia, where we have built a 
chapel in connection with ‘Trinity 
Church. The first classes for baptism 
included twenty-four adults and forty- 
three children. On December 17th the 
first confirmation took place there, when 
nineteen persons received the laying-on 
of hands. On Christmas Eve thirty-two, 
nearly all adults, were baptized. Again 
on April ist, 1906, I baptized sixteen 
adults and confirmed twenty. These 
- were occasions of great joy to those who 
are working there. Much care is taken 
to prepare properly the candidates for 
baptism and confirmation. 

A large majority of the converts are 
women. ‘They attend the service regu- 
larly and listen attentively to the 
preached Word. It is an interesting 
sight to see them ascending the hill to

the chapel in the dark nights with small 
tin kerosene lamps on their heads. 


A KROO SUNDAY-SCHOOL 


HE women are also regular attend- 
ants at the Sunday-school as well 
as the children. They are then ques- 
tioned on the sermon which they have 
heard in the morning. The number of 
pupils at the school last Sunday was 
one hundred. Among the ten teach- 
ers also present were the wife of the 
President of the republic and of the 
bishop of the district, besides other dis- 
tinguished ladies and gentlemen. Holy 
Innocents’ Day was duly observed by the 
school and was an occasion of great in- 
terest. 

Both in the school and Church ser- 
vices the people are learning to contribute 
money. The Liberian copper coin is 
handled freely among them and makes 
it easy for them to give of their little. 
Dr. Lloyd, the General Secretary, has 
written about the Lenten Offering. I 
would like him to know that Trinity Kroo 
Sunday-school is going to be on the roll 
of honor this year, but he must not de- 
spise its day of small things.

OVEMBER 17th, 1905, during the 
local convocation held at Clay- 
Ashland, I laid the corner-stone of the 
building for the Girls’ Training In- 
stitute at Bromley on the St. Paul’s 
River. It turned out a very wet day;

tion and some visitors were present. The 
stone was prepared here. On the face 
side it is marked, Julia C. Emery Hall, 
with the date, and on the end a cross 
with, “Train up a child in the way he 
should go.” In a copper box, hermeti- 
cally sealed, and resting in a cavity of 
the stone, are deposited a Bible, Prayer 
Book and Hymnal, Tur Spirir or Mis- 
sions, Liberian newspapers, pieces of 
coin, etc. The building is to be 186 feet 
long, 69 feet wide and 30 feet high. It is 
to be brick resting upon a stone founda- 
tion. 


MORE CONFIRMATIONS

CUBAN NOTES

I. ORDINATIONS 


N May 138th there were two or- 

dinations and the reception of 

a foreign priest in Holy Trin- 

ity Church, Havana, by the 

Right Reverend A. W. Knight, p.p., 
Bishop of Cuba. 

Mr. Jose-Maria Lopez-Guillen, for- 
merly a Presbyterian minister, was ad- 
mitted to the order of deacons, the Rev. 
CO. W. Frazer, formerly a Congregational 
minister, was advanced to the priest- 
hood, and the Rev. Esteban Morrel, 
formerly a Jesuit priest, was admitted 
to the ministry of this Church. The 
Rev. OC. B. Colmore, priest-in-charge of 
Holy Trinity Church, presented Mr. 
Lopez-Guillen, and the Rev. W. W. 
Steel presented Mr. Frazer. This was 
the first ordination to the priesthood we 
-have had in Cuba. After his formal 
renunciation of the errors of the Roman 
Communion, Mr. Morrel was admitted 
to the ministry of the Church. 

The sermon by Bishop Knight 


was a strong presentation of the orders 
of the Church, not merely from the 
standpoint of history, but as absolutely 
required for the existence of the Church. 
It was also an appeal to those about to be 
ordained to act upon their duty of a loy- 
ing, loyal obedience to authority, to labor 
with patience and unceasing persever- 
ance among those to whom they may be 
sent, and to work together for the wel- 
fare of all. 

Mr. Frazer, an American, speaks 
Spanish fluently, and will continue at 
Jesus del Monte, Havana, where he has 
a large school and a good congregation 
of Cubans. 

Mr. Lopez-Guillen, in addition to his 
native tongue, Spanish, speaks English 
and French, and has~a knowledge of 
Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. He has 
charge of the very important work at 
Guantanamo, where he has the fine 
Brooks Orphanage and School, with 
about 100 pupils, a large Cuban congre- 
gation, and an equally large congrega- 
tion of English-speaking people, con-

sisting of Americans, English, and a 
very large number of Jamaicans. 

Mr. Morrel will probably open a school 
at Cerro, a suburb of Havana. At pres- 
ent he is preaching in Spanish on Sun- 
day nights to large congregations, mostly 
of men, in Holy Trinity Church. 


II. WORK IN THE PROV- 


INCE OF CAMAGUEY 
HE Rev. OC. M. Sturges is doing 


yeoman’s work in Camaguey, and 
points adjacent. He is carrying on reg- 
ular services at Ceballos, seventy miles 
west of Camaguey, and at Bartle, fifty- 
seven miles to the east, going to one or 
the other on alternate Sunday after- 
noons. ‘These are young colonies, but 
growing rapidly, and with a great deal 
of promise. In Ceballos the services are 
held in a private parlor kindly offered 
for use by its owner, and in Bartle they 
are held on the porch of the hotel by the 
light of dim lanterns. It is hoped that 
at Ceballos a room in the new town 
hall will be fitted up as a chapel; and 
that at Bartle a building which is to be 
erected for the use of the school and for 
general purposes will afford better quar- 
ters for the Church there. It is also ex- 
pected that the colonization company at 
Bartle will give us a lot on which to 
build when we shall be able. 
Occasionally Mr. Sturges goes also to 
La Gloria, where the services are now 
held in a “shack” made of poles thatched 
with palm leaves, and which is all too 
small for the congregations which greet 
(464) 
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him when he goes. But very soon a new 
chapel will be ready for occupation. 

In Camaguey city great strides have 
been made, through the kindness of Mr. 
Carlos Muecke, one of the leading real 
estate dealers of the city, who at great 
personal inconvenience made the origi- 
nal purchase. We now have possession 
of a good house, and have built a chapel 
adjoining it. To do this, it was neces- 
sary to ineur a debt of $9,000, but the 
interest on this amount, though large, 
is not more than we would have had to 
pay as rental for the house and chapel.

ACURANOA is a small country vil- 
lage about ten miles out of 
Havana. An American layman _ has 
gathered his own children and a number 
of the Cuban children of the neighbor- 
hood into a Sunday-school. One of our 
Havana missionaries, the Rev. ©. W. 
Frazer, holds a catechism service twice a 
month. This Sunday-school is meeting 
in an old Cuban house that has been 
whitewashed and fitted up as attractively 
as possible, but the roof is old and leaks 
badly during the rainy season. The chil- 
dren are trying to get enough money either 
to put a new roof on the present build- 
ing or to erect a new building. Some-, 
one recently gave the school 400 small 
royal palms, suitable for pot plants. 
These are to be sold at a dollar apiece 
for the benefit of the Bacuranao church.

THE NEW EAST IN WESTERN COLORADO 
BY THE REVEREND PERCIVAL M. WOOD 


HE west in this section is 
merely the “new east.” Wher- 
ever the railroad enters, or 
has entered, during the last 

generation, easterners soon follow and 
stamp a western town with eastern 
characteristics, perhaps with;this dif- 
ference, that there seems to be more of 
the progressive (or, as westerners express 
it, the “boosting’”’) spirit and less of the 
conservative element which would tend 
to keep us in the ways of our forefathers. 
Within one missionary’s experience of 
three years in the west, the work has 
been among the same classes of people 
and amid the same general conditions as 
in the east. 

Here, at Delta, in western Colorado, 
an eastern-born, bred and educated mis- 
sionary is dealing with people who have 
come largely from the east, many of them 
graduates of colleges. This entire valley 
was not opened to settlers by the Govern- 
ment (it was formerly an Indian Reser- 
vation) until 1881. But this very youth- 
fulness of the country is the distinguish- 
ing feature of the west. One cannot be- 
gin to describe or measure the vast re- 


sources, mineral and agricultural, and the 
future possibilities of their development. 
In Colorado these resources are supple- 
mented by a most attractive and health- 
ful climate. Great possibilities for an 
undeveloped country mean similar possi- 
bilities and increased responsibilities for 
the Church. 

Delta, the county seat (population 
about 1,800), and Delta County in 
western Colorado are in the centre of 
a progressive agricultural district, 
but partially developed, and yet even 
now a district far famed for the fruit 
industry, which thrives here. We are 
about 3875 miles southwest of Denver, 
at the junction of the Gunnison 
and the Uncompahgre Rivers. The val- 
leys formed by these rivers are wide and 
very picturesque. At the end of each 
valley are lofty mountain peaks, snow- 
capped during most of the year. Though 
from seventy to a hundred miles away, 
they appear to be not more than fifteen 
miles distant. The Grand Mesa (Span- 
ish for plateau) forms one side of the 
Gunnison valley, about thirty miles to 
the north. Its altitude is two miles, and

at a distance it seems like a huge and 
lofty promontory jutting out into space. 
The length of the top line, visible to 
the naked eye, is about seventy-five miles. 
This fragment of description will serve 
as a frame, as it were, to the picture of 
the Church’s work here. 

Until May, 1905, when the present 
missionary came from Denver, there has 
been no resident clergyman in this dis- 
trict, although occasional services have 
been held for two or three years past. A 
pretty little church now has been com- 
pleted, and was consecrated last month 
by Bishop Spalding. 

The Government has recently begun 
an important project, planning to drive a 
tunnel five miles in length through the 
mountains, at a cost of $3,000,000. This 
undertaking, when completed, will open 
to irrigation many hundred thousand 
acres of land throughout the Uncom- 
pahgre valley. The project will be com- 
pleted in three years, and will mean the 
rapid development of a very fertile val- 
ley. In Colorado the soil is very rich, if 
only it can be utilized through the agency 
of water artificially applied by irrigation. 
“Put a rock in the ground of Colorado 
and turn water on it and it will sprout,” 
is a proverbial saying here, so fertile is 
this apparently desert land. But little 
rain falls, and that comes at the wrong 
season for crops.

Thus the great possibilities of the 
valley under this new impetus became to 
the writer the corresponding possibility 
of the Church’s work. He came expect- 
ing to find a “western” town (from an 
eastern point of view) comparatively 
churchless, and un-Christianized, if not 
immoral. But instead of this picture, 
he saw another which was rich in lessons 
for the “Episcopal” missionary. He has 
received the same lesson from other little 
places since then. He found an attrac- 
tive and progressive community with a 
strong moral and Christian sentiment. 
The town was even saloon-less. Three 
strong congregations were in existence, 
having been established by the Presby- 
terian, Baptist and Methodist churches 
in the earliest days, while the Church 
with her magnificent heritage and well- 
proportioned message, which, in the 
words of an intellectual and influential 
citizen (not a Churchman) here, will “best 
of all appeal to the broad and free west- 
ern man,” this Church has really just 
arrived, over twenty years late. This is 
but repeated history in many a western 
town. Where there are only three houses 
and a corner grocery store at “cross 
roads,” one of the denominational 
churches will be found there, if only 
there is half a possibility that the local- 
ity will be called a town. And yet in 
many localities the Church—the “Epis- 
copal” Church—is almost altogether un- 
known. 

Bishop Spalding and the missionary 
were investigating conditions at Olathe,

a little community, now numbering 
about 150 people, but soon to develop 


into a town of 1,000, and made a 
friendly call at the house of the 
one resident minister, a “Christian 


Union” preacher. He was away, but his 
wife gave us a cordial welcome, the 
bishop with his characteristic humility 
introducing us as follows: “My name is 
Spalding (!) this is the Rev. Mr. Wood, 
the Episcopal clergyman of Delta.” 
“Bishop Spalding,” I interposed. “O-o-h,” 
the good minister’s wife hesitatingly

“And why is all this?” you may ask. 
The old problem of “men and means” is 
the vital one here. In this vast section 
of western Colorado (40,000 square 
miles) there are now only five or six 
men in the field. This section is joined 
to another of 160,000 square miles, in 
Utah, Nevada, and Wyoming, to make 
up the complete Missionary District of 
Salt Lake. Bishop Spalding has this 
vast field with not over fifteen mission- 
aries and city clergy to assist him. 
Extent in square miles thus mentioned

replied, showing at once that the title 
bishop meant but little in her vocabulary. 
_ The bishop, with genuine interest, began 
to inquire into the particular tenets of 
the “Christian Union” ministers, with 
whose doctrines neither of us were famil- 
iar. She explained that all Christians were 
the same to them; they did not believe in 
“denominations,” ete. etc. “But the 
Episcopal Church you speak of,” she 
went on; “do you mean the Methodist 
‘Episcopal Church?” “No,” replied the 
bishop, “the plain Episcopal Church, the 
Protestant Episcopal.” “Well,” said the 
good woman, “I’ve never heard of that 
before!” Subsequently the bishop con- 
fessed that he was “properly humbled” in 
the face of this startling confession from 
the lips of a minister’s wife! 


in the abstract may not present a strong 
appeal; but imagine placing in western 
Colorado alone the following eastern 
states—New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and New Jersey—and still having a few 
eracks and crevices not yet filled in! 
Each one of these states is a diocese or 
two dioceses. Thus western Colorado, 
with the same geographical area to be 
covered (though, of course, not the same 
population), has fewer missionaries than 
the eastern states mentioned have 
bishops, and western Colorado is merely 
one-fifth of the Missionary District of 
Salt Lake. The nearest neighboring 
clergyman to Delta at this time is at 
Grand Junction, sixty miles away. 
Three missionary points outside of 
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Delta are visited—Hotchkiss and Paonia 
in the North Fork Valley, and a school- 
house on California Mesa, ten miles dis- 
tant, Paonia and Hotchkiss are thriving 
and progressive communities in the heart 
of the fruit belt, located on the North Fork 
of the Gunnison River. Fourteen com- 
municants reside in Paonia. The bishop 
and missionary visited this place a 
few months ago and held the first 
“Kipiscopal” service in what had for- 
merly been a pool and billiard hall, 
an atmosphere which gave to the oc- 
easion a distinctively western savor. 
The bishop’s address, however, included 
a strong protest against gambling, so 
that altogether the occasion had a 
healthy “moral” tone—so much so that 
a work was started which has been con- 
tinued ever since. Our friendly Meth- 
odist brother, being perhaps somewhat 
solicitous about our welfare, subjected as 
we were to such dangerous associations, 
after this first meeting offered the use of 
his place of worship. We meet monthly, 
with an average (week-day) attendance 
of thirty-five. A building and lot fund 
also is nicely started. Hotchkiss is a 
smaller place, but the work will progress 
more rapidly here, we think, than at 
Paonia, as there are fewer congregations 
already represented. There are only six 
resident communicants, one from one of 
the large churches of Boston. 

The other missionary point of interest 
is the “pea-green” school-house, the 
title being descriptive of its outward 
adornment, a delicate shade of green 
paint. Here on Sunday evenings, once 
a month, although the school seems 
set in the midst of a thinly settled 
prairie, there gathers a congregation 
numbering some forty or fifty, from 
ranches far and near, to catch sight of 
and hear a few words from the 
“preacher.” The work of the “new 
east” is extremely interesting, but the 
burdens and responsibilities are heavy. 
Our bishop and his vast field need the in- 
terest and prayers of all. 

That the work is bearing fruit is wit- 
nessed by the fact that in Delta and the 
connected missions twenty-five adult 
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baptisms are recorded since May, 1905. 
Twenty-nine candidates were pre- 
sented to the bishop at his recent visita- 
tion; twenty-one from Delta and eight 
from the Paonia and Hotchkiss mis- 
sions.

The Koyakuk Re-visited 


By Archdeacon Stuck. 


LOOKING UP THE VALLEY OF THE KOYUKUK RIVER 


TE most hateful thing in the 
Arctic regions is the wind. 

Calm, cold weather can be en- 

dured, even enjoyed. Spinning 

along over a hard trail at forty or even 
fifty degrees below zero is not so bad 
after all, provided there be no wind. 
Mouth and nose must be covered, and 
there gradually accumulates over the 
mouth-covering a thick coating of ice 
from the condensation of the breath, 
freezing comforter, parkee hood and cap 
strings—and beard, if one be so unfortu- 
nate as to possess one—into one solid 
mass. It sometimes takes Mr. Knapp 
twenty minutes or half an hour over a 
stove to thaw his beard from his parkee 
and scarf. This breath-condensation at 
low temperature is very inconvenient 
and annoying, and when the eyelashes 
collect ice and freeze together, and the 
bare hand has to be used to free them 
again and again, carrying moisture each 
time into the mitten, so that presently 
the mitten begins to freeze also, the max- 
imum of this discomfort is reached. But

all such troubles are not worth talking 
about in comparison to the suffering 
that comes with the wind. 

The rivers that run into the Yukon 
Flats on the north enter that dreary re- 
gion through gaps in the mountains that 
bound the broad plain. All these gaps 
are persistently windy, but perhaps the 
Chandalar Gap is the windiest of all. 


- The day we passed through the Chanda- 


lar Gap the thermometer was at forty de- 
grees below zero, and the wind was blow- 
ing. Almost all day we had to face that 
bitter wind. Twenty-nine miles was our 
day’s stunt, and for twenty of it we were 
contending with wind. As we ap- 
proached the jaws of the gap the force 
of the wind increased, and it was im- 
possible to keep warm at all. We pushed 
along at a good speed, now running, now 
trotting, now doing fast heel-and-toe, but 
the wind went through our clothing, 
warm though it was, and sought out and 
seized upon every unprotected spot. My 
scarf had been packed up with the bed- 
ding that morning, and I did not wish 
to put the others to the suffering of stop- 
ping the procession and waiting while 
the sled was unlashed and the scarf pro- 
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cured, so I pushed on ahead of the dogs 
and tried in vain to protect my face 
against the blast with my parkee hood. 
I froze my nose, my cheek bones and my 
Adam’s apple that day, and contracted 
a slight bronchitis which still troubles 
me when I am warm in bed, though at 
no other time. The mail cabin is just 
beyond the gap, and it is a large cabin in 
an exposed place. We had kept a roar- 
ing fire in the stove for two hours and a 
half before we began to produce any im- 
pression upon the sullen, obstinate frig- 
idity of that cabin. 

I have spoken so much about the wind 
because we have had wind almost con- 
tinually since we left the Chandalar vil- 
lage. All up the Chandalar River, over 
the portage, down into the bare, bleak 
valley of the south fork of the Koyukuk, 
where I was overtaken by the great 
storm last February, and where again 
this winter we lost the trail in the dusk 
of evening and had to camp; up Boulder 
Creek and over the lakes that mark the 
watershed of the middle and south forks, 
the wind blew with violence. But it was 
when we were on the high ridge-portage 
between Slate Creek and Myrtle Creek, 
before dropping down to the Middle 
Fork, that we had the worst of it. Again 
and again the wind overturned the to- 
boggans; again and again, did we slip 
ever so little on the smooth, hard snow, 
we were overbalanced and thrown down. 
The wind had carved out the loose snow 
from the sides of the trail, leaving the 
trail itself sticking up six inches or more 
from the ground, rough and broken. It 
was impossible to keep the toboggans on 
it; they slipped off and fell over scores 
and scores of times. And it took all 
one’s actual strength, in the strictest lit- 
eralness, to set those toboggans up again 
in the teeth of the wind. It was the 
hardest work I ever did in my life. Sev- 
eral times I was so exhausted that I felt 
that I could not go on. And yet, in the 
face of that wind and that cold, to push 
on was the one possible course. What a 
blessed relief it was when we dropped 

down from the exposed ridge to the shel- 
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ter of Myrtle Creek! Oh! the wind in 
these regions is cruel, and we have had it 
almost continually, so far. One advan- 
tage I had this winter over last—a tent 
and a stove. And one other comfort was 
a first-class camp cook in the person of 
Mr. Knapp. He fed us bountifully and 
well. : 
Our welcome at Coldfoot was cordial 
and kind. After a day’s rest at a com- 
fortable road-house, we gathered every 
living soul, white and native, into the 
commissioner’s office, and held divine 
service—a sort of Christmas and New 
Year’s service rolled into one. It was 
the first service of any kind since I was 
here last winter. And then we started 
for the creeks. Things have changed 
somewhat since I was here before. There 
are 234 miners in the district this year 
as against 187 last year. Our first visit 
was to Smith Gulch of Nolan Creek, and 
here I had some thirty men and three 
white women at service, many of them 
old friends of last year, and all of them, 
old friends and new, glad to see us come 
and sorry to see us go. Mr. Knapp spoke 
of replenishing our grub box at Coldfoot. 
“Nonsense,” said the commissioner, “no 
man ever carries grub with him in the 
Koyukuk. Take dog feed, but take no 
food yourselves.” And indeed we were 
welcome to the best there was in any 
cabin on any creek in the district. But 
even under those circumstances, with no 
dog food procurable save bacon at forty- 
five cents a pound, and seven hungry 
mouths to fill with it, travelling in the 
Koyukuk is expensive. 

After two days on Smith Gulch and 
Nolan Creek, we dropped down to the 


Koyukuk and across it to the new creek, 


Minnie, stopping on our way at Wright’s 
road-house, where I christened two little 
girls last year. And here I saw first 
signs of the great box of Christmas 
things which Miss Carter sent to Bettles, 
to thesagent’s wife, Mrs. Grimm, last 
summer. The two little girls, one born in 
Dawson and the other in Coldfoot, 
brought me their dolls, their dolls’ tea- 
service, their picture-books and other

gifts, still in the glowing enthusiasm of 
the first possession of toys. Here were 
children who had never had toys in their 
lives before. And by and by, all down 
the river to Bettles, I heard more and 
more of the glorious Christmas cele- 
brating which we had hoped to attend, 
but which the sickness at the Chandalar 
village denied us. 

Arrived at Minnie Creek, we were re- 
ceived as gladly as on Nolan, and were 
treated with the same free-handed hos- 
pitality. Again almost the whole com- 
munity turned out; again there was the 
same eager interest and attention. One 
man told me it was the first time he had 
been at church for ten years; another 
came and said that it was his “first hear- 
ing of the Word of God” since he came 
into the country with the Klondyke 
stampede. Saturday and Sunday we 
spent on Minnie, and then we made our 
way back to Coldfoot again, in the same 
bitter cold and wind that we have expe- 
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rienced ever since we left the Chandalar 
village. 

At Coldfoot we found the thermometer 
at fifty degrees below zero, and because 
I had resolved on the Yukon not to start 
a journey again at that temperature, we 
lay over for two days, and I gathered the 
people together again—whites and na- 
tives—for service. But when the two 
days were done there was little change, 
and though the two degrees which the 
thermometer had risen was enough to 
save the face of my resolution, I am 
afraid we violated its spirit. Two days 
of over thirty miles each, with road- 
houses at noon and at night crowded 
with weather-bound freighters, brought 
us to Bettles on the night of January 
12th, and that night the thermometer 
went down to fifty-eight degrees below 
Zero. 

But little we cared for cold in the 
cosy, comfortable home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Grimm. They had looked for us ever 
since Christmas, and I think it was al- 
most as great a disappointment to them 
as to us that we did not arrive. Such a 
gathering of natives as there had been; 
yes, and of white folks, too. Such a 
splendid, loaded Christmas tree it was, — 
glittering with spangles and colors, and 
bearing forty-eight lighted candles on its 
boughs. How my good friend Ed Mar- 
san, the town blacksmith, sat up all 
night making holders to clamp those 
candles to the tree; how Mrs. Grimm 
worked herself sick decorating it and 
cooking all sorts of food; how the “boys” 
in the store “chipped in” and bought 
buckets of candy and sacks of nuts; how 
the little Kobuks and Koyukuks were ar- 
ranged in rows on the broad store floor, 
with the larger ones behind and the 
grown folks behind them, and how all 
the rest of the store was crowded and 
ecrammedwithwhite men from the creeks ; 
how every single person present had been 
remembered, and what a happy, jolly, 
merry time it was—all this, and more, 
I was told, and I was glad for the wom- 
en at Fairbanks, Miss Carter and Miss 
Emberley and Miss Farthing, that their 
forethought and kindness had been in- 
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strumental in furnishing forth so amply 
the first real Christmas on the Koyukuk! 

And I would like to say to the mem- 
bers of the Woman’s Auxiliary, junior 


and senior branches—unknown but 
highly prized friends of the Alaskan 
mission—that their trouble and _ their 


time and their cost, however great these 
may have been, were fully repaid by the 
joy which they brought into the hearts of 
these people. It is hard living in a coun- 
try where everything costs so much that 
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again, and against the joyful season of 
the Birth of the Lord. 

On Sunday, January 14th, I held ser- 
vice for the natives, in the N. O. Co. 
store (because it was warm, and the ther- 
mometer still stood around about fifty 
below), and in the afternoon for the 
white people, though the natives, hungry 
for teaching, and lacking it altogether, 
came to this service too, and squatted on 
the floor and listened most reverently 
and attentively to what they could not

only the necessaries of life can be af- 
forded; hard for grown people and hard- 
er still for children. There is just one 
Christmas thing besides frost and snow 
with which this country abounds—and 
that is Christmas trees. We are “long” 
on Christmas trees (one gets very slangy 
among these miners), but oh! how 
“short” we are on things to put on them! 
And I hope that the auxiliaries will see 
that Miss Carter gets lots more things 
(carriage paid) to send up into the 
Koyukuk and elsewhere next summer 


in the least understand. I took a flash- 
light photograph afterward, for the 
readers of Tue Sprrir or Missions, be- 
cause I thought they might like to see 
how we hold service in a general store in 
Alaska. And I do hope with all my heart 
that it may be possible next summer’ to 
start a mission on this Koyukuk River 
for the most entirely neglected natives 
in all Alaska. If we do not, I do not 
think it will be long before the Jesuits 
from the lower Yukon River come up 
here and take these natives for their 
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own. If we do not, if we will not, I hope 
they will. It hurts me to the quick to 
see these wards of ours entirely without 
teaching, entirely without Christianity. 
To-morrow we leave our most comfort- 
able home-life here at Bettles, and start 
out on a journey of five or six hundred 
miles across country to the mouth of the 
Kobuk River at Kotzebue Sound, in the 
Aretic Ocean. There is no mail trail 
and there are no road-houses on this 
journey; for three weeks or a month we 
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to have him, and with the two, the toil 
and hardship that has fallen on Mr. 
Knapp and me should be somewhat di- 
minished. We shall probably have to 
break trail most of the way, but Roxy 
has a sled and four dogs, and that will 
lighten our loads. So my next letter, 
God willing, will be from Kotzebue 
Sound. 


January 17th: 
A drop of the thermometer to fifty-

shall be “up against the real thing.” I 
hope we shall not have the same severe 
weather that we have had all the month 
of January, but we must take our 
chance, for the days are skipping by and 
the miles ahead of us ere we reach Fair- 
banks again are three or four times as 
many as those behind us. We have a 
Kobuk guide named Roxy, and there is 
a stout young Dane, “a strong skookum 
fellow” in the language of the country, 
who wants to go across to the Seward 
peninsula, and has offered to “work his 
way” across, for his board. We are glad 


eight degrees below zero again is keeping 
us at Bettles. The time is becoming 
precious, but we cannot begin this long 
lonely journey in such weather. So far 
the winter has been the most severe for 
three years. So soon as it moderates we 
shall start. 


January 23d: 


. Still at Bettles; never since I wrote 
has the thermometer risen above fifty 
degrees, and again and again it has been 
down to sixty degrees and sixty-four de- 
grees. But to-day it has risen to forty

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degrees, and I think we shall start to- 
morrow. While we were holding service 
on Sunday (this is Wednesday), there 
came in haste a messenger from Berg- 
man, seventy-five miles below here, that 
a white man had been found frozen to 
death on the trail. We have sent to 
bring his body into the native village at 
Bergman, and when I go down there on 
my way across, I will bury it. I thought 
it was pretty good of a native to travel 
seventy-five miles at fifty below to bring 
the news.

DEATH ON THE 
TRAIL 


ORD of this last incident reached 

Seattle late in. April. The Post- 

Intelligencer of April 28th gave the fol- 
lowing particulars: 

Erie Erickson, a native of Kristian- 
sund, Norway, and an old timer of the 
Koyukuk, was frozen to death on the 
trail between Red Mountain and Berg- 
man about January 19th. 

He left Bettles alone in early winter 
under a contract to cut wood above Red 
Mountain for the steamers of the V. C. 
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Co., but took in barely sufficient pro- 
visions to last him till the expiration of 
his work. The diary, which he had kept 
up to the last day of his stay in the 
wood-chopping camp, shows that the ex- 
ceedingly cold spell that visited Alaska 
about that time had prevented his return 
until foreed by the want of food to hit 
the trail. 

The two last entries are: 

“January 12th—Cold, about fifty be- 
low, if not more. My breath is cracking. 
Heavy wind blowing down the river. 

“Twelve o’clock—The same, cold and 
clear. 

“Five o’clock—Clear, cold and blow- 
Hake oe = To-morrow I must go, after 
waiting thirteen days. 

“January 13th—Cold wind down the 
river. My breath is cracking. No grub. 
All aboard for Bergman. I think I'll get 
there.” 

The Indian who found Erickson’s 
body says that he was in a kneeling pos- 
ture, that he held his fingers to his lips 
as though attempting to breathe back de- 
parted life to them, and that his trail 
showed he had been travelling in a circle. 

Archdeacon Stuck and. Edward J. 
Knapp on their way to the Arctic 
stopped to give poor Erickson Christian 
burial at Bergman. 


A MISSIONARY CONFERENCE IN THE 
PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


SEATTLE, APRIL 25TH TO 29TH, 1906 


KATTLE, the progressive metrop- 
olis of the northwest coast, en- 
tertained the fourth annual 
conference of the Seventh Mis- 

sionary Department, April 25th to 29th. 
The San Francisco earthquake and fire 
necessarily prevented the attendance of 
all the delegates from California, with 
the exception of Archdeacon Parker, of 
Sacramento, whose many years’ service 
in Alaska and in the coast districts have 
made him familiar with the problems to 
be worked out by the Church in the de- 
partment. Bishop Kendrick, of New 
Mexico and Arizona, also found it impos- 
sible to make the long journey of nearly 
five thousand miles. Distance, too, 
proved an effective bar to the presence of 
delegates from Mexico, the Philippines, 
and Honolulu, though the latter was 
- represented by the Rev. H. H. Gowen, 
rector of Trinity Church, Seattle, form- 
erly a clergyman of the English Church 
in the Hawaiian Islands. For the first 
time Alaska was represented at a depart- 
ment conference through the pres- 
ence of the Rev. Thomas Jenkins, of 
Ketchikan, only six hundred miles from 
Seattle, about half the distance travelled 
by the delegates from Salt Lake. It is 
evident that the Seventh Department is 
of truly imperial dimensions. 

The visitors included Bishop Perrin, 
of Columbia, Archdeacon Pentreath, and 
a number of other clergymen of the 
Canadian Church who crossed the line 
from Victoria and Vancouver to meet 
with the Olympia and Oregon clergy in 
the international clericus of the preced- 
ing day. The Rey. H. R. Hulse and Mr. 
John W. Wood came from New York; 
the one to speak on behalf of the Mis- 
sionary Thank-offering and the other to 
represent the Board of Missions. 

The conference opened with an inspir- 
ing service in St. Mark’s Church on the 


evening of April 25th, Bishop Spalding 
taking Bishop Nichols’s place as preach- 
er. From St. John’s words, “Who is he 
that overcometh the world but he that 
believeth that Jesus is the Son of God?” 
the bishop laid down the foundation 
truth that faith is not only a power in a 
man’s life for his personal salvation, but 
a power in the world to conquer it for 
our Lord. If the world is not con- 
quered it is the Church’s fault, and if we 
of to-day are not conquering the world of 
to-day, it is our fault. If the world is to 
be conquered, Christian people must 
stand for those sturdy virtues which 
marked the best type of the pioneer— 
energy, reality, and morality. 

The men of the present West, the bish- 
op feared, were hardly maintaining pio- 
neer traditions. Speaking as a western 
man who had lived part of his life in the 
Hast, he believed that there were more 
men west of the Mississippi than east of 
it, disposed to lead an easy life. He 
feared that there was not being developed 
that high sense of duty which a life of 
industry and struggle to overcome nat- 
ural conditions always produces. One 
often meets in the West a disposition to 
disparage the real things of life. Much 
cheap criticism is abroad. - The western 
world is not given to hard thinking. It 
falls too readily into an easy ac- 
quiescence with things as they are; it | 
doubts very much whether there is any- 
thing final and true and is ready to grant 
to every man the right to think as he 
pleases. Nor does the West seem to stand 
always for the high type of morality 
which ought to mark its life. Almost 
unconsciously there has grown up a phi- 


losophy of conduct based on personal 


preference. If I am good it is because 1 
like to be; if not, that is my affair. 
Fundamental standards of right and 
wrong are too often ignored. Men

everywhere, particularly men in the 
West, need to be convinced of the inher- 
ent ugliness of sin and the immortal 
grandeur of righteousness. 

How are these pioneer virtues to be de- 
veloped? Faith in Jesus as the Son of 
God will give men a sense of duty; it will 
help them to see the real things when 
they are tempted to follow shadows; and 
it will strengthen them to fight the battle 
for a high moral standard. 

The conference sessions began the 
next day with Bishop Keator in the 
chair. The difficulty of securing suitable 
clergy for small towns and rural districts 
was discussed by the Rev. H. D. Cham- 
bers, of Portland. His experience as gen- 
eral missionary of Oregon indicated that 
the Church is not keeping pace with the 
general progress of the country. In the 
diocese with which he was familiar there 
was a section as big as the whole of New 
England where not a service of the 
Church is held, although the Govern- 
ment is pushing irrigation plans and the 
population is rapidly growing. The 
work calls for men of positive faith in 
Christ and their fellows. Practical men 
are wanted who are more than guide- 
post teachers, well-educated men, men 
ready to enter in every right way into 
the life of the community and willing to 
stay until some good impression has been 
made upon that life. Small stipends 
falling as low sometimes as $500 a year 
—-and high living expenses complicate 
the situation. But the men to make the 
sacrifices and do the work must be found 
if the Church is to do her part in shap- 
ing the life of the new community. . - 

In the discussion which followed, the 
Rev. George Buzzelle, of. Seattle, ex- 
pressed his belief, based in part upon his 
own experience, that young missionaries 
are thrown too much on their own re- 
sources in the midst of strange condi- 
tions. Distances are so great and bish- 
ops are so busy, that the novice fails to 
get the direction he needs. “Not a man 
here,” he declared, “ever got training 
enough in a theological seminary to last 
him over-night in a missionary district.” 
The Rey. Andreas Bard, of Walla Walla, 
thought there should be less criticism of 
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the clergy who prefer to concentrate 
their effort upon parochial centres rather 
than to put time or money into districts 
which do not show results. Bishop Wells, 
on the other hand, could not understand 
the attitude of the clergyman who was 
satisfied to limit his activities to his own 
parish instead of reaching out to sur- 
rounding towns. Mr. Wood urged the 
training of a home ministry. He would 
have the clergy more frequently go to 
young business and professional men of 
promise and place before them the call 
to the ministry. The Rev. Willard Roots 
deplored the tendency of the Church to 
neglect educational centres where the 
Church’s claim to the life service of men 
might be presented before life plans had 
been formed. Bishop Perrin and Bishop 
Funsten agreed in thinking that it made 
little difference whether a man was from 
the East or whether he was reared in the 
West; if he was a man keen to work for 
his Master and for his fellows he would 
get on anywhere. 

The Rev. M. J. Bywater, of North 
Yakima, led the discussion on “Associ- 
ate Missions,” telling of the experience 
of Kansas, Nebraska and Colorado in 
developing groups of mission. stations 
into self-supporting parishes. Bishop 
Keator outlined what he considered to 
be “The Best Method of Missionary 
Finance in Parochial Life.” Under this 
plan the apportionment for both district 
and general missions are added together 
and a definite amount assigned to each 
congregation, based upon the expenses 
for ordinary. congregational support. 
This is regarded as a debt-of honor. So 
far as possible a missionary meeting is 
held in every parish on a Sunday. Peo- 
ple are told what is expected of them 
and gifts are asked for. The result has 
been a steady increase in missionary 
giving; gifts have been made-as a result 
of intelligent appreciation of the need | 
for funds and the use to which they are 
to be put. ' 

Other. conference sessions included a 
discussion on “Missionary Activity and 
the Spiritual Life,” which the Rev. Wil- 
liam S. Short in an earnest paper main- 
tained were practically interchangeable 
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terms; “Missions to Seamen,” treated 
with much practical information by the 
Rey. A. E. Bernays, of Portland; and 


“City Mission Work,” discussed by the 
Rey. A. K. Smith, of Ellensburg. 

In order that the Church’s work 
might be brought generally before the 
city a mass meeting was held on Friday 
night in the Opera House. The com- 
bined vested choirs of the city, number- 
ing 150, and the band from the United 
States naval station at Bremerton, led 
the singing. After Bishop Keator had 
briefly introduced the subject for the 
evening, “The Church in the Northwest 
and Its Relation to the Church at 
Large,” he called upon the Hon. Albert 
E. Mead, Governor of the State, to speak 
Washington’s welcome. 

“The history of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in Washington,” said Gov- 
ernor Mead, “closely parallels that of the 
State itself. It was in 1858 that the 
General Convention of the Church cre- 
ated the Missionary Jurisdiction of Ore- 
gon and Washington, and that Thomas 
Fielding Scott, of Georgia, was conse- 
crated first bishop of the new field. It 
was also in 1853 that Washington came 
into being as a separate political organ- 
ization.” 

But even earlier, in 1847, the Rev. St. 
Michael Fackler crossed plain and moun- 
tain and held service in what was then 
Oregon territory. Referring to some of 
the faithful Churchmen of. the past, 
Governor Mead said: “For years the 
most prominent member of St. John’s 
Church, Olympia, was Governor Elisha 
P. Ferry, who was territorial governor 
from 1872 to 1880 and the first State 
Governor. When the church was with- 
out a rector—and that happened several 
times—he carried it along by acting as 
lay-reader.” 

Bishop Wells spoke of the Church’s 
duty to obey its “marching orders” con- 
veyed in our Lord’s commission to 
preach the Gospel everywhere. Mr. 
Wood defined the Church’s field as cov- 
ering .the whole world and the whole 
man. The Rev. B. L. Ancell, of Soo- 
chow, China, told how the Chinese are 
coming to appreciate the social and edu- 
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cational results of Christian missions, 
and of the opportunity offered at the 
present time to shape the religious life 
of the people. In particular, he begged 
that Soochow might be properly 
equipped with buildings for its work; 
not that missionaries desired to live in 
undue comfort, but that the American 
Church might be worthily represented 
and her agents be able to do effectively 
the thing they are sent to do. The Rev. 
H. R. Hulse, speaking on “The Church’s 
Method,” made a strong appeal on be- 
half of the Missionary Thank-Offering, 
in the course of which he said that the 
people of the Missionary District of 
Olympia should be especially interested 
in the endeavor worthily to mark the 
birthday of the Nation and the Church, 
because the idea of the offering was first 
suggested by the Rev. J. P. D. Llwyd, of 
St. Mark’s, Seattle, and because it was 
proposed that the district should give at 
least $30,000 to complete the endowment 
of the episcopate, so that Olympia might 
become a diocese in 1907. 

Other interesting features of the con- 
ference were a public reception on 
Thursday evening, a visit to Tacoma 
and a meeting of the branches of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary from Seattle,’ Ta- 
coma and neighboring towns. At this 
meeting Bishop Spalding told of the 
good work being done among the Ute 
Indians by the Rev. M. J. Hersey, a 
portion of whose support comes from 
the Woman’s Auxiliary of the North- 
west. The Rev. Thomas Jenkins re- 
ported on Church progress in Alaska, 
and particularly asked that the Ketchi- 
kan mission might be strengthened. Mr. 
Ancell told of the work being done 
among women in China and asked the 
members of the Auxiliary to give $1,000 
for the building of a house for women’s 
work. Mr. Wood spoke of the achieve- 
ments in the mission field made possible 
by the United Offering of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. Bishop Wells and Bishop 
Perrin emphasized the more general 
features of the Auxiliary life. The lat- 
ter’s closing counsel, “ ‘I love’ is the per- 
fect of ‘I live,” will long be remem- 
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A meeting for men under the auspices 
of the chapters of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew of Seattle and Tacoma was held 
in Trinity Church on Saturday evening 
with addresses by Bishops Rowe and 
Spalding and Mr. Wood. 

At the business sessions of the confer- 
ence important action was taken on two 
matters: 

1. A message was sent to Bishop 
Nichols and Bishop Moreland assuring 
them of the sympathy of the conference 
and the desire of its members to do 
everything in their power to aid in re- 
lieving the necessities of the clergy and 
Church people of California and Sacra- 
mento. 

2. A committee was appointed to 
present to the House of Bishops in 1907 
a petition for the redistribution of some 
of the territory now included within the 
Missionary Districts of the Department 
in order that more effective episcopal 
supervision might be given. 

The next conference meets in Boise 
early in May, 1907. At that time Bishop 
Funsten hopes to be able to open and 
dedicate the new building which is to 
commemorate the work of Bishop Tuttle 
in southern Idaho. 


THE OUTLOOK AT 
ST. PAUL’S, TOKYO 


HE Rev. H. St. George Tucker, 
writing from Tokyo, imme- 
diately after his return from 
his furlough in the United 

States, says that he goes back to the 
work at St. Paul’s College with renewed 
confidence and enthusiasm. “I feel 
now,” he says, “that we have the backing 
and good wishes of so many people at 
home. St. Paul’s seems to have been 
prospering during my absence. Mr. 
Kukota tells me that we have the best set 
of applicants for admission that we have 
ever had, some of them coming from the 
far southern provinces. This speaks well 
for the reputation of the school. We 
wish to begin right away on the new 
buildings.” Mr. Tucker recently visited 


St. John’s College, Shanghai, and admits 
that he envied its fine buildings. His 
wish that St. Paul’s College might be 
equally well equipped must have been 
deepened by a call made upon him, im- 
mediately after his arrival in Tokyo, by 
representatives of the Japanese Educa- 
tion Department, who politely but point- 
edly inquired whether the needed repairs 
and enlargements at St. Paul’s were to 
be made, in order that the buildings 
might come measurably within the re- 
quirements of the department with re- 
gard to light, air and sanitation? Of the 
$25,000 Mr. Tucker asked for in this 
country about $8,000 have been given. 


PENNSYLVANIA 
AND CALIFORNIA 


HE Sunday-schools of the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania give an Advent offer- 
ing for some missionary or allied pur- 
pose, in addition to their Easter Offer- 
ing. At a meeting of the executive 
board of the Sunday-school Association 
held on May 22d it was decided that the 
Advent offerings for 1906 should be 
given to assist in meeting the needs of 
the Church in the Diocese of California 
and the District of Sacramento. Know- 
ing that in cases of this kind present 
help is much better than future prom- 
ises, the Board having received a guar- 
antee that the offerings would amount to 
at least $2,000 and would in all probabil- 
ity be in excess of that sum, determined 
to send that amount at once to Bishop 
Nichols and Bishop Moreland. What- 
ever excess there may be will be forward- 
ed to the same bishops as soon as the 
returns are complete, early in 1907. This 
action of the executive board is the same 
as the action taken in 1901, when the 
city of Jacksonville, Fla., was destroyed 
by fire.

ASSEMBLY HALL, SMITH COLLEGE AND NORTHAMPTON ELMS 


SUMMER SCHOOLS AND CONFERENCES 


HE Summer School of Missions 
and Bible Study that has been 
held for two seasons at New 
Milford, Conn., and the Vaca- 

tion Conference of Church Workers, 
meeting in 1904 and 1905 at Richfield 
Springs, are to be transferred to North- 
ampton, Mass., and in some measure 
combined. The dates will be from Sat- 
urday afternoon, July 7th, to Sunday 
night, July 22d. Miss Jarvis, the found- 
er of the New Milford School, has been 
ill, and while now convalescing is com- 
manded by her physician to undertake 
no responsibility this summer. ‘The 
Seabury Society of New York, which 
has been in charge of the Richfield Con- 
ference, will this year have charge of 
the Northampton meetings. The hope is 
held out, however, that Miss Jarvis will 
be able to resume charge of the School 
programme next year. 
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Northampton is a college town of 20,- 
000 people, situated in the historic re- 
gion of Mt. Holyoke and Mt. Tom, eigh- 
teen miles north of Springfield. It is 
not to be confused with Northfield, where 
are the Moody Conferences, for North- 
field is thirty miles farther up the Con- 
necticut River. The Church Conference 
goes to Northampton by invitation of 
the bishop of the diocese, and the rec- 
tor, wardens and vestry of St. John’s 
parish. To the invitation was added an 
offer from the president of Smith Col- 
lege, Dr. Seelye, of Assembly and Seelye 
Halls, and two smaller halls, all free of 
charge. Assembly Hall seats 1,250, and 
is provided with a great organ. St. 
John’s Church is practically on the col- 
lege campus, and is at the right of the 
building shown in the illustration. 
Church, assembly hall and boarding halls 
are quite near together. 


Summer Schools 


The morning hours of all week-days 
will be devoted to study. The Rev. 
Everett P. Smith, Educational Secretary 
of the Board of Missions, will conduct 
the mission study. The students will be 
divided into groups of hardly more than 
a dozen each, and given separate rooms. 
Three of the assistant instructors will be 
Miss C. V. R. Delafield and Miss Edith 
C. Pelton, of New York, and Miss Lucy 
C. Sturgis, of Boston. 

During the first week the Bible study 
will be led by the Rev. John T. Kerrin, 
of St. Luke’s Church, Jamestown, who 
has conducted such study at Lake Ge- 
neva and Silver Bay, and during the 
second week by the Rev. Samuel R. Col- 
laday, of Berkeley Divinity-school, who 
has been popular at Richfield Springs in 
this work during the last two years. The 
Rev. Dr. Samuel Hart, of Berkeley Di- 
vinity-school, will give six addresses on 
the Prayer Book, similar to those given 
last year at New Milford. 

On the six mornings of the first week 
the Rey. William Walter Smith, m.p., 
General Secretary of the Sunday-school 
Federation, will lecture in Seabury Hall 
on Sunday-school teaching, and on the 
same hours of the second week there will 
be conferences on women’s work, includ- 
ing the Junior Auxiliary, on work by 
men, and other topics. On the morning 
of the first Sunday there will be a cor- 
porate Celebration of the Holy Commun- 
ion, with a sermon by the Right Rey. Dr. 
Vinton, bishop of the diocese. At the 
_ daily celebrations there will also be ser- 

mons. 

The sermons at the opening service on 
the afternoon of July 7th and on Sun- 
days will be preached by Bishop Hall, of 
Vermont, Bishop Darlington, of Harris- 
burg, and possibly Bishop Burgess, of 
Long Island; by the Rev. Dr. Randolph 
H. McKim, of Washington, the Rev. Dr. 
George R. Van De Water, of New York, 
and the Rev. Dr. William H. Van Allen, 
of Boston. On each Sunday afternoon 
there will be mass meetings at four 
o’clock, one of them out of doors on the 
college campus, with a vested procession 
from the church. The topics will be 
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“The Cause of Christ,” “The Cuban Mis- 
sion,” and “The Missionary Thank-Of- 
fering.” 

On two Saturday afternoons and on 
week nights in Assembly Hall live topics 
will be discussed. Among these will be 
“The Boy and the Church,” “The 
Church and the Settlement,’ “The 
Church and the Negro,” “The Call of 
Missions to Men,” “The Man Who Works 
with His Hands,” “Politics and Relig- 
ion,” and “Young Men and the Chris- 
tian Ministry.” Wednesday, July 18th, 
will be Woman’s Day. On one night in 
the first week “Religious Education of 
Youth” will be the topic, and there will 
be illustrated lectures on “The Church 
in America,” “The Church in the Philip- 
pines” and possibly a rapid tour of the 
world’s missions, illustrated. 

Following the plan successful at 
other summer conferences a registration 
fee will be charged; there will be no ex- 
tras and no collections. Offerings will 
be taken only on Sundays. The registra- 
tion fee will be $5. It includes not only 
tuition, but the railway ticket validation 
will be paid out of it by the Society, and 
seats will be reserved at all public meet- 
ings. The afternoon excursions will be 
by trolley. The fares on all five will be 
$1.45, but if some be not taken there are 
other diversions of golf and_ boating. 
Board is provided in the boarding halls 
at $1 a day upward. All beds are single, 
and about one-half of them are in single 
rooms. Ample accommodations can be 
had for all at a cost not to exceed $1.50 
per day. There are hotels for those who 
prefer them at $2.50 to $3.50 per day. 

There will be receptions in Hobart 
Hall on two Saturday nights, and the 
excursions will be to the top of Mt. Tom, 
where a luncheon will be served, to Am- 
herst, where there will be another lunch- 
eon, and to the new building of the 
Holyoke Canoe Club. There will also be 
an historic pilgrimage to quaint old Deer- 
field. Assignment of rooms is made by 
the Seabury Society, 23 Union Square, 
New York, and from that Society may 
also be had the Seabury Herald, which 
contains further details. 


THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF 
MISSIONS 
MAY 8TH, 1906 


HK Board of Missions met at 
the Church Missions House 
on Tuesday, May 8th. The 
following members were pres- 

ent: The Bishops of Albany (vice-presi- 
dent), in the chair, West Virginia, Ne- 
braska, Central Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Indianapolis, Long Island and 
Newark; the Rev. Drs. Huntington, 
Vibbert, Anstice, Stires, McKim, Parks, 
and the Rev. Mr. Sedgwick, and the 
Rev. Drs. Storrs, Morgan and Smith; 
and Messrs. Low, Mills, Chauncey, Ryer- 
son, Thomas, Goodwin, Gardner, Butler, 
Morris and Pepper. The Bishop of 
North Carolina, an honorary member, 
was also present. 

The Rev. Herman Page, of Chicago, 
recently elected, was introduced to the 
Board. 

The Treasurer made a very encourag- 
ing report of the receipts up to May 1st. 
The contributions to that date amounted 
to $460,707.95, showing a gain for the 
eight months of the fiscal year, as com- 
pared with the offerings last year to the 
corresponding date, of $69,340.68. He 
remarked, however, that the receipts 
from the Sunday-school Auxiliary began 
to come eight days earlier, because 
Easter fell on April 15th instead of the 
22d. In those eight days, $28,816.18 was 
received, so that it may be said the net 
gain to the Ist instant is $40,524.50. Of 


this increase, $33,248 came from par-_ 


ishes. 

The Treasurer further stated that he 
had received during the month $25,000 
(the donors of which desire that their 
names shall not be known) as an addi- 
tional amount to the “W. M. B.” Fund, 
which, under the terms of the agreement, 
he had placed in the hands of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Trust Funds. 

On April 22d the Treasurer sent to 
every bishop of the Church a telegram 
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inviting contributions to be forwarded 
as designated to the Bishops of Califor- 
nia and Sacramento for disbursement 
under their direction for special cases 
of need under the appalling calamity. 
He reported that up to date about $40,- 
000 had been received, of which nearly 
$22,000 was from the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania. He supposed that large sums 
also had been sent direct which, for sake 
of record, he would be glad to have had 
pass through the Church Missions 
House. 

In connection with the foregoing, let- 
ters and telegrams were read from the 
Bishops of California and Sacramento 
expressing deep appreciation of the sym- 
pathy and assistance of the Board and 
saying that the Treasurer’s action in re- 
questing contributions was most assur- 
ing. The Bishop of California says: 
“With life and courage left and a conti- 
nent’s sympathy and help coming to us, 
we are having a blessed realization that 
a spiritual opportunity has come to us to 
seek, as we never have before, in single- 
heartedness the Kingdom of God and 
His righteousness.” The bishop adds 
that he will carefully husband the gifts 
that come through the Board and other- 
wise. 

The announcement was made that the 
Rev. Robert W. Patton, now at Wilkins- 
burg, Pa., had accepted his election to be 
secretary of Missionary Departments 
Four and Eight—the Gulf States and 
Texas. 

It being understood that the Rev. Dr. 
Reese TF. Alsop was planning to spend a 
year in foreign travel, he was, by reso- 
lution, requested to accompany the Gen- 
eral Secretary in his visitation of the 
missions abroad. 

The Corresponding Secretary, having 
just returned from attendance upon a 
conference of the Seventh Missionary 
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Department at Seattle, and having, at 
the request of the Bishop of California, 
visited him in San Francisco, made a 
statement about the condition of things 
in San Francisco, dwelling upon the 
disaster to the churches and the rectors 
and missionaries, a number of whom 
had lost their all, including their homes, 
and had had their means of livelihood 
wiped out. He suggested that their loss 
was the loss of the whole Church, and 
that the Board of Missions should aid 
as far as possible in re-establishing the 
Church in California and Sacramento. 
It was, on motion of the Treasurer, 
Resolved: That the Bishop of 

California be requested to inform 
the Board, as soon as he is sure of 
the facts, just what amount will be 
needed to restore the Church in the 
City of San Francisco, as to its 
buildings, the support of the clergy, 
and the carrying on of the work; 
taking into account moneys already 
given or certain to be received, so 
that the Board may proceed to 
make an appeal to the Church to 
secure the needed amount without 
delay. 

The Bishop of Alaska wrote that he 
had opened two new stations. One of 
these, Seward, on Resurrection Bay, is 
the starting point of a railroad to the 
interior, forty-five miles of which have 
been built. It is a place of much activ- 
ity, with a large population of laborers 
who need the ministration of the Church, 
besides about 1,000 permanent residents. 
It has been served by the Rev. F. C. 
Taylor, from Valdez, who has gathered a 
good congregation. A chapel is in the 
course of completion, worth about $4,000. 
An appropriation has now been made for 
a resident missionary. The other new 
station is Bettles, in the interior, on the 
Koyukuk River. 

Hearing of the great disaster in San 
Francisco at Valdez, Bishop Rowe left 
there April 21st and went to San Fran- 
cisco via Seattle to look after his two 
sons and to arrange for sending into the 
interior the supplies for the mission- 
aries, schools and stations for the next 
year. All that had been purchased and

was awaiting shipment, as well as the 
boxes sent by the Woman’s Auxiliary 
from time to time during this year, were 
destroyed. The bishop proposes to pur- 
chase the annual supplies at Seattle. 
Fortunately, the book containing the last 
orders was one of the very few things 
that were saved. 

The Rev. Mr. Corser writes that there 
has been a bad fire at Wrangel, which 
affects his mission, for the reason that 
two-thirds of his contributing members 
lost practically all that they had, but he 
speaks hopefully of recuperating. 

At the request of the Bishop of Okla- 
homa two candidates for orders were em- 
ployed to do missionary work through 
the summer in the Indian Territory, and 
certain appointments made by the Bish- 
op-coadjutor of Nebraska were approved. 

The sum of $1,000 was especially ap- 
propriated to the Bishop of Cuba to give 
support and training to the end of the 
present fiscal year to three Methodist 
clergy who have applied to him to be re- 
ceived as candidates for orders. Under 
the Woman’s Auxiliary United Offering 
Miss Leonora M. Kelton was appointed 
at the request of Bishop Knight as a 
missionary teacher in Cuba; the appoint- 
ment to take effect upon her graduation 
from the Philadelphia Church Training 
and Deaconess House. 

The Committee on Audit reported that 
they had caused the books and accounts 
of the Treasurer to be examined and had 
certified the same to be correct. 

Annual appropriations were made for 
both the Domestic and Foreign fields, 
with some exceptions in the cases where 
the bishops had not been heard from. 
There were increases in the annual rates 
for a few of the dioceses and missionary 
districts largely caused by especial 
growth, but in two instances hecause the 


authorities agreed to put as much money 


into domestic missions among white or 
colored people as the Board appropriated, 
with a view to having the work made 
ready more rapidly for self-support. 
When the budget shall have been com- 
pleted the Church will be informed as 
usual.

Last year Deaconess Shaw and Miss Welton, both from the New York 
Training-school for Deaconesses, went out to serve under Bishop Funsten 
at Trinity Mission, Lemhi Agency. The Indians of this Agency are 
shortly to be removed, and Deaconess Shaw will be transferred to the 
Ross Fork Mission whenever the Indians go over to that reservation. 
Miss Welton went into this work for a year only, and in September enters 
the medical department of the University of Michigan, to prepare herself 
for future medical missionary work. Bishop Funsten has asked Deaconess 
Shaw to find a couple of helpers for her next winter’s work at Ross Fork, 
where, she understands, there will be a splendid chance for work with 
children, and where she wishes to start some industrial classes. We would 
be very glad to hear from young women who would consider such work 
as this. Miss Shaw adds also, “I wish someone would take sufficient in- 
terest in us to send out the necessary material for teaching basket weav- 
ing.” .We add a few items in regard to the condition of things at Lemhi, 
and the work that has been done there during the year.

sometimes I have ten or a dozen at once. 
Of course I give away a great deal, but 
I also sell to them, and the money taken 
in this way is put into the mite-box. 
They come to me for five or ten cents’ 
worth of flour, because at the store they 
eannot buy less than a fifty-pound sack, 
and that of course they are unable to do. 
Two of the Indian women have gone on 
a twenty-day trip to Dillon, Mont., to 
buy flour and sugar, for it is cheaper for 
them to get supplies in that way, bring- 
ing them over the mountain on a pack- 
horse, than to buy them at the trader’s. 

The condition of the Indians is much 
worse than usual this spring, and we are 
all hoping for an early season, for when 
the ice is out of the streams they will 
be able to supply themselves with all the 
fish they need. Yesterday an old squaw, 
whose name is Mary Ann, claimed that 
for four days she had had no food. 

We have had quite exciting times re- 
cently with an Indian woman who is suf- 
fering from melancholia. She came to 
the mission one terribly stormy night 
with her little pappoose on her back. 1 


took her in, and she was with us nearly 
three weeks. 

I had a rather queer experience a few 
weeks ago, when a baby died suddenly. 
They came to the mission and told me, 
but I could not make them come with me 
or give me the use of a horse. All I 
could understand was that the child was 
to be buried that day, pretty soon, and 
for me to see him; so I put on a riding 
skirt, and started to walk to their camp. 
When I got there, they were nearly ready 
to start, and I renewed my effort to get 
an Indian pony. Finally the old man 
said, “Maybe you see him, you go hume,” 
and it dawned on me that I was to have 
the service there at the camp. The baby 
was in its pappoose case, not in a box, 
and I found that the mother was going 
to carry it on her back up into the pines, 
a day’s journey, and bury it. They think 
an unusual death calls for unusual pro- 
ceedings in the way of burial. So, while 
most of them were busy taking down 
their tent and moving everything away, 
Miss Welton, the old grandfather, the 
mother and I stepped to one side, and had 
a short service. I always feel so sorry 
for these Indian mothers. 

I have undertaken lately to organize 
a branch of the Girls’ Friendly Society, 
with my Indian girls. There are ten 
large girls in all, and about fifteen small 
girls in the candidate branch. The small 
ones come in the daytime; they are nice 
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children and anyone might be proud of 
them. They are all members of my Sun- 
day-school class. My latest venture is a 
vested choir of girls. They did finely on 
Easter, and are the same girls as the 
candidates of the G. F. S. They brought 
great armfuls of pussy-willows to deco- 
rate the mission for the Easter service. 
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We were able to send fifteen dollars in 
all as our offering; five dollars for Mex- 
ico, five for Japan, and five for General 
Missions. Do not you think this a fair- 
ly good amount from our Sunday-school 
of eighty odd Indians and four white 
children ? 


BUSY LIVES IN SOUTH DAKOTA 


OMETIMES the women and chil- 
dren who make up boxes for our 
mission stations wonder that 
they do not hear more promptly 

from the missionary to whom their gifts 
are sent. This bit from a letter from the 
wife of a missionary to the Indians in 
South Dakota may explain some of these 
delays: 

“Tt is my wish to write a great many 
more letters than I do. It distresses me 
to find that many times I have lost op- 
portunities for helping to keep up inter- 
est by writing. But I am the slowest of 
writers, and there are so many things 
to be attended to. We have been keep- 
ing count of the visitors since the first 
of February, and in this one month have 
had 442, and three days we forgot to 
count! This includes a great many 
children who come to play with the toys 
which we always keep on hand for the 
purpose. We feel that if they are made 
happy here while they are little, it will 
help us to keep an influence over them 
as they grow up. This count includes 
also the attendance at the weekly meet- 
ing of the women. Really, I could put 
in most of my time, and to advantage, in 
visiting and receiving visitors. But the 
latter and my housework keep me so 
busy usually, that visiting the people in 
their homes, and writing letters get very 
much neglected.” 

Another writes: 

“So many things crowd into every 
day that there is very little time for 
writing. 


“ing a verse of the Psalms. 


“We have Lent: services every Wednes- 
day and Friday evening, and _ these 
services are well attended. We have 
Sunday-school at half past nine, when 
about one hundred and twenty Indian 
boys and girls and about twelve white 
children come, which makes a fine 
school. Most of them haye keystones 
this Lent, and are trying very hard to 
see who can get the most money for their 
aster offering. The older folk have the 
keystones, too, and are much interested 
in them. 

“The large girls from the Government 
school, who are communicants of the 
Church, come every Saturday afternoon 
to sew for the Church’s work, and before 
sewing they have a short service in Eng- 
lish, and answer the roll call by repeat- 
Our presi- 
dent this year is an Oneida Indian 
young woman, who came from Wiscon- 
sin and is baker at the school, and the 
girls think much of her. The other of-~ 
ficers are from among our girls here. 
We call ourselves Daughters of the 
King. Then Thursday afternoon the 
Woman’s Auxiliary meets, and we have 
good attendance, some even of the old 
women walking three or four miles. 
They always begin with a serviee in Da- 
kota, led by the secretary, who was one 
of our St. John’s girls years ago. They 
raise money for different objects to take 
to their yearly convocation, and for their 
sick at home, and fire insurance, ete. So 
the good work goes on, and our days are 
full of duties.” 


A MISSION WOMAN IN KYOTO

The secretary of the Grace Church, New York, branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, wrote to Japan for information about the mission woman sup- 
ported by that branch, and in response received an account of her and her 
work from Miss Bull. Miss Kashiuchi sends in a monthly report of 
what she does every day, but this brief record gives a good idea of her 
work and personality, without the addition of the statistics which these 


reports furnish. 


MISS KASHIUCHI 


Miss Kashiuchi at Dr. Laning’s 
Hospital 


F we go into the waiting-room of 
the hospital some morning, when 
the out-patients are waiting their 
turns to see the doctor, we shall 

find Miss Kashiuchi listening sympa- 
thetically to the troubles of this one or 
that one, and skilfully pointing out the 
source of true comfort, charming all the 
children, and the babies right out of 
their mothers’ arms, with her bright 
smile and winning ways, suggesting at- 
tendance at Sunday-school and mothers’ 
meetings, entertaining the little ones 
with scrap-books of miscellaneous pic- 
tures, and wishing for some bright-col- 
ored Scripture pictures to show and ex- 
plain, as well as for some larger ones to

beautify the bare walls of the waiting- 
room and the wards. She shows no par- 
tiality in visiting the in-patients in the 
latter, and is just as ready and efficient 
in an argument with some doubting 
Thomas in the men’s ward, as in lead- 
ing the gentle ladies in the women’s 
ward. Some of these out and in-pa- 
tients have found their way to our quiet, 
unpretentious St. Barnabas’s Hospital 
through Miss Kashiuchi, for she is an 
enthusiastic “drummer” for it among 
her neighbors and a large circle of ac- 
quaintances. A neighbor’s son is_per- 
suaded to consult the foreign physician 
about his ailing eyes. He becomes a 
Christian, and gradually other members 
of the family, from the old grandmother 
down to the babies, are brought into the 
fold by Baptism—many instrumentali- 
ties being used to obtain this result, 
but all started by Miss Kashiuchi’s ever 


readiness to speak a word in season or 


out of season. After the patients are 
cured and come no more to the hospital, 
she follows them up, as far as she can, 
with her efforts for the salvation of their 
souls. 


Miss Kashiuchi at Christ Church 


She is Bible-woman for Christ Church 
as well as for the hospital, and we 
should be kept very busy if we tried 
to follow her through a month’s work. 
We would find her at the cabinet-organ 
at every service, playing the hymns and 
chants of the Church and leading the 
musical devotions of the congregation. 
Her skill is not the outcome of talent, 
for really she has none, but of genius, 
which some one has said is “the capacity 
for hard work,” and of the advantage of 
having Mrs. Tyng for her teacher. The 
service over, Miss Kashiuchi hastens to

greet the new-comers among the women 
worshippers, and those who have: ac- 
cepted her invitations to come to church; 
and the notices of women’s meetings to 
be held during the week, which have just 
been given ou from the chancel, are 
brought again to the attention of the 
women interested; the old ladies are re- 
minded of the meeting of the Robo 
Society; mothers of the Mothers’ 
Meeting, of the woman’s society meet- 
ing, or that of the knitting society. 
And at these women’s meetings of all 
kinds we shall find Miss Kashiu- 
chi, generally presiding, always with 
something profitable to say, either about 
some passage of Scripture which has in- 
structed or comforted her, or, in the war 
time, about the work for the soldiers or 
their families. She has taken time to 
eall upon those members who were not 
at Church the Sunday before, and left 
them no excuse for absence as to ignor- 
ance of the time and place of the meet- 
ing, and has, perhaps, gone far out of 
her way to call for some new-comer and 
to bring and introduce her to the society. 
Then she will trot off in great haste to 
visit some sick woman or child, or to 
teach some one preparing for Baptism, 
or wishing to study about Christianity. 
And that day’s work may be followed by 
a night of watching beside a dying bed, 
or in a house of mourning. 


Miss Kashiuchi and the Soldiers 


During the war Miss Kashiuchi’s in- 
tensely enthusiastic nature was at a white 
heat. on account of the unique oppor- 
tunity which the occasion afforded of 
reaching, with evangelistic efforts, tens of 
thousands of soldiers, from many points 
of the Empire, as they stopped for an 
hour or twe for meals at our Osaka 
station, on the Tokaido or great trunk 
railroad line. On the cold, damp, win- 
ter mornings before the sun arose she 
was there to meet the trains, often stay- 
ing all day and late into the night. The 
soldiers, as they returned from the din- 
ing-hall to their train, would hear a lit- 
tle voice singing a Christian hymn, and, 
gathering around her, would soon be 
persuaded to join their big voices and

learn to sing the hymn the words of 


which are printed on slips of paper 
which she gave to them. They listened 
to her talks about our Heavenly Creator 
and Father and the salvation which is 
provided for us all in His Son, if we will 
only believe and accept it. Many, many 
of these thousands of men had never 
had an opportunity to hear the “old, old 
story before”; some only knew that the 
enemy’s country was said to be a Christian 
country, and were prepared to be preju- 
diced; occasionally there was a Christian 
among them, and he was encouraged and 
helped by meeting this earnest Christian 
worker. 

Others besides Miss Kashiuchi were 
engaged-in this special work for the sol- 
diers, but none were more deyoted or 
more successful than she. Surely it was 
the Spirit of God for whose power she 
constantly prays, which enabled her to 
adapt herself so well to her various audi- 
ences. The soldiers were attracted by 
her frank, earnest ways and quick re- 
partee. She was like a soldier among 
them, overflowing with patriotism, but 
never forgetting the concerns of the 
Higher Kingdom of her Lord Christ. 


‘Many a letter came back to her from | 


the front, written as to a sister or a 
mother, telling of the help received from 
her. She holds a clever pen, and many 
were the replies which she made time to 
write, urging faithfulness and work for 
the Master on the Christians, answering 
the knotty questions which arose in the 
minds of those keen-witted men, in their 
attempts to solve the mysterious ways of 
Providence. These letters showed that 
those men were thinking deeply, out 
there on the fighting line, face to face 
with death, although there was no 
shrinking, and Testaments or Gospels 
were taken out and words of comfort 
drawn from them by men pressing for- 
ward to do or die for their country. 
Miss Kashiuchi could not often afford to 
give them the Testaments or Gospels, 
cheap as they are in Japan; she found 
that she could not even afford to have 
enough of her own visiting cards printed 
to supply every soldier who offered his in 
exchange, and so had her name and ad- 
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dress printed on the little hymn slips, 
with a triple “Banzai.” Indeed, it was 
a wonder that she could afford to get 
even these slips by the ten thousand, 
with her small salary of $9 a month, and 
support herself, although she lives very 
simply in her little rented upstairs 
room, all alone. We tried to help her 
when we could, but we were all in a 
chronic state of impecuniosity, trying to 
meet this unique demand for the Scrip- 
tures and Scripture teaching in field and 
hospital. 


Miss Kashiuchi, a Christian 
Soldier 


Descriptions of Miss Kashiuchi’s work 
might be multiplied, for there is no 
effort of Christian women to save and 
help and uplift bodies and souls, in this 
part of the Empire, in which she is not 
_one of the principal and most devoted 
workers. Her brains and hands are at 
the service of the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
the Board of Missions, in the office of 
secretary of the Kyoto branch; her feet 
travelled many a mile in seeking out 
and offering comfort to the families 
of the soldiers at the front; for eighteen 
. years this devoted servant has been giv- 
ing herself to the Master’s work. Before 
she began the work of a mission woman 
at the hospital she was a_ successful 
teacher in a mission girls’ school, the 
authorities of which tried hard to per- 
suade her to give up the difficult hos- 
pital work and return to her former po- 
sition. Her widowed mother was her 
strongest tempter, pointing out that her 
younger sister, with less ability, was 
earning by teaching three times as much 
as she did, and that the family needed 
all she could earn; but she had put her 
hand to the plough and would not turn 
back, reasoning that teachers are plenti- 
ful, but there seemed to be no one else 
willing to work among sick people. When 
even the consumptive patients began to 
look glad at her coming and to listen to 
her. teaching, she felt as if she “had 
passed her examination successfully” and 
that this was her life work. Now she is 
getting past her youth, and, as she is 
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not naturally robust and is so unsparing 


‘of her strength, sometimes she suffers 


physical pain; but the spirit of our 
“valiant woman” never flags. The joy 
and peace in her face tell of the un- 
faltering trust in Him *to whom she is 
giving all. 


MISS WOODRUFF 
DESCRIBES CUT- 
TINGTON 


HAD a visit this morning from Mr. 
Ellegu, vf the Cuttington school. 
He is an enthusiastic agricultur- 
ist, and has made many improve- 
ments on the grounds and farm at Cut- 
tington. It is really a beautiful place. 
I wish you could see it. Mrs. Neal and 
I made a little visit there lately. She 
rode in an ox-cart and I in a hammock. 
We enjoyed the trip very much. The 
country is interesting all the way, and 
beautiful with the luxuriant vegetation 
of the tropics. A heavy rain came up 
after our arrival in the afternoon, and 
we were kept indoors. We were enter- 
tained in the evening by the closing ex- 
ercises of the school, for which we had 
been invited. We remained over night, 
and in the morning enjoyed a stroll over 
the grounds until driven in by a misty 
rain. Before noon the sky cleared, and 
we came home in the sunshine, both in 
hammocks decorated with palm branches, 
which made a pleasant shade from the 
sun. We returned with a feeling of sat- 
isfaction that we had been able to make 
this little excursion and to see something 
of the school at Cuttington, without 
having been overtaken by heavy rain, 
which might have been expected at that 
time of the year. 


THE APRIL CONFER- 
ENCE 


HE last conference for the pres- 

ent year was held on Thursday, 

April 19th, at 11:15 a.m., Mrs. 

Mason, president of the Mich- 

igan branch, presiding. The attendance 
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was full, and the meeting an interesting 
one. Central New York was represented 
by one officer; Connecticut, three; Du- 
luth, one; Long Island, six; Massa- 
chusetts, one (Junior); Michigan, one; 
Newark, five; New Jersey, two (one 
Junior); New York, twelve (two 
Junior); Pennsylvania, seven; Rhode 
Island, one; Virginia, one. Mrs. Littell, 
of Hankow District, and Mrs. Clark, of 
South Dakota, were also present, and it 
was a special pleasure to hear from the 
former of the work among the women of 
China, and from the latter of what the 
Auxiliary does among both whites and 
Indians in South Dakota. 

On motion of Mrs. Browning, of New- 
ark, the heartfelt sympathy of the offi- 
cers was extended to the California 
branch of the Auxiliary, which resolu- 
tion was adopted by a rising vote. At 
the close of the meeting Dr. Lloyd came 
in to give a parting message to the con- 
ference, and on motion of Mrs. Knorr, 
of Pennsylvania, the good wishes of the 
Auxiliary were extended to him in his 
contemplated journey to the foreign mis- 
sion field, and greetings sent from the 
officers to their friends in the different 
mission stations which he may visit. 

The attention of the officers was called 
to the notice sent to the Junior branches 
with regard to the joint work for 
Juniors, suggested to them this year, the 
collecting of $2,000 for two class-rooms 
at St. Paul’s College, Tokyo, which it is 
hoped may be gathered before the first of 
next September. Attention was also 
called to the leaflet stating the need of 
the training-house in Sendai, and the 
hope expressed that the $3,000 needed 
for that as well as the $5,000 for the 
training-school at Hankow might come 
in during the summer months. Extracts 
from a recent letter from Bishop Mc- 
Kim were read, in which the bishop 
says: “We need a missionary lady now, 
who can train graduates of our St. Mar- 
garet’s School for work as kindergarten 
teachers. If we could have, in addition, 
a lady who could give her whole time to 
teaching music, vocal and instrumental, 
not only in our schools, by visiting 
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our churches in the country, the beauty 
and attractiveness of our services would 
be greatly enhanced. We could use a 
dozen women if we could have them. 
We need men also, but the present special 
demand of the district is for women.” 

A large part of the meeting was oc- 
cupied in the discussion of representa- 
tion at the officers’ conferences held at 
the time of the Triennial Meeting. The 
following points were emphasized; that 
these meetings are distinctly business 
meetings of diocesan officers; that they 
are not intended for the arousing of in- 
terest in persons previously ignorant and 
uninterested, but are meetings in which 
those who have been chosen from their 
different branches as diocesan officers 
should act in that capacity on matters of 
importance to the whole Auxiliary. The 
method has been, heretofore, to call all 
diocesan officers together on these occa- 
sions, but the number of these is so in- 
creased as to make such an attendance 
embarrassing for the conduct of busi- 
ness. It has, therefore, become advis- 
able to consider a selected representation 
of the whole number, and the question 
before the Auxiliary is, what this repre- 
sentation shall be and how to provide for 
it. The resolution adopted in Boston 
applies to the meeting in Richmond 
only, and at that time it is hoped that a 
wise and judicious action may be taken. 


QUESTIONS AND 
ANSWERS 


OR June: Question, “How can 

greater and heartier co-operation 

between diocesan and parochial officers 
be brought about?” 

Answer: By frequent and friendly 
correspondence. ‘If the secretary, or 
some other officer of the diocesan branch, 
write to the parish officers, first, at the 
beginning of each new year of work, set- 
ting before them what is hoped for from 
the branch during that new year; if she 
write each time anything of special in- 
terest to the whole branch occurs; if she 
send forward every message received 


—— 
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from headquarters, and reinforce her 
own words by leaflets from there; if she 
report fully to’ branches unrepresented 
at annual or semi-annual meetings, 
what took place at them; and if, at 
the close of the year, she ask not 
only for the statistics for a report, but 
for the record of how the branch has 
fared, its encouragements and dis- 
couragements, its new attempts to inter- 


est and to inform its members, anything 
it has to tell of advance or decline; if 


she does all this in a friendly and sym-- 


pathetic spirit, plainly showing that the 
diocesan and the parochial officers’ inter- 
est and work are one, co-operation will 
become a hearty sharing of a common 
service in the doing of which all alike 
may find their satisfaction. 


AN AUXILIARY CONFERENCE IN THE 
FIRST MISSIONARY DEPARTMENT 


N Thursday, April 26th, a 
meeting, new in the history 
of the Auxiliary in New 
England, was held in All 

Saints’ Parish, Worcester. 

It had been suggested that a confer- 
ence of the diocesan officers of the seven 
branches within the New England dio- 
ceses, which form the First Missionary 
Department, should be called together to 
meet some of the secretaries from the 
Church Missions House, in order to gain 
fresh interest and to strengthen the 
union between the headquarters of gen- 
eral missionary intelligence and activity 
and the branches of that department. 

There are one hundred and sixteen of- 
ficers in these seven branches, and a 
notice:of the proposed conference was 
sent to each, and each was asked to sug- 
gest questions and subjects for discus- 
sion. The clergy and Auxiliary officers 
and members in Worcester, as well as 
the Bishop of Western Massachusetts 
and the diocesan officers of that diocese, 
took the kindest interest in the ap- 
proaching conference. A most cordial in- 
vitation was extended to the officers, not 
only for luncheon on the day of the 
meeting, but for entertainment the 
nights preceding and succeeding it, anda 
good number came for the first night, 
that they might enjoy the missionary 
meeting held in advance of the Auxil- 
iary conference. All Saints’ Church was 


bright with lights, flowers, hangings and. 


banners; the choirs of four parishes 
e ‘ 


made a great procession, and the many 
stirring hymns sung by the large num- 
ber of voices, made an occasion to be 
remembered, especially by those who but 
seldom can attend such a_ general 
gathering. The addresses were made by 
the bishop of the diocese, the Rey. Mr. 
Littell, of Hankow, and Dr. Lloyd, and 
all served as a fitting introduction to our 
full Auxiliary day. 

The next morning All Saints’ Church, 
with its adjoining chapel and _ parish 
house, was again thrown open for our 
use, and from 9 to 9:45 Mr. Smith, the 
Educational Secretary, was in the li- 
brary, where Miss Lewisson, the librar- 
ian of the Western Massachusetts 
branch, had arranged a most interesting 
and useful exhibit of missionary books, 
charts, pamphlets, ete., gathered from 
the Church Missions House, the Church 
Missions Publishing Company, and 
other sources, in addition to the perma- 
nent collection at All- Saints’. The con- 
stant visitors to this exhibit of material 
and study methods at all leisure 
times throughout the day, showed how 
missionary study is becoming a growing 
part of the active life of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary. 

At ten o’clock the Holy Communion 
was celebrated by Bishop Vinton, Dr. 
Lloyd preaching the sermon, and at the 
close of the service we reassembled in 
the chapel, where Bishop Vinton, Mr. 
Davies, rector of All Saints’, and Mrs. 
Brooks, president of the Western Massa- 
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chusetts branch, gave that welcome to 
which everything had been an evidence 
since the moment of our arrival. 

On motion of the secretary, Mrs. 
Brooks was asked to take the chair, and 
the roll of the diocesan officers was 


called. It was most gratifying to 
find that of the 116 officers forty- 
two had been able to attend. The 
representation was as follows: Con- 


necticut, nine; Maine, six (one Junior); 
Massachusetts, nine (two Juniors); New 
Hampshire, five (two Juniors); Rhode 
Island, four; Vermont, one; Western 
Massachusetts, eight (one Junior). 

Mr. Smith opened the conference with 
a review of methods of gaining mission- 
ary information—through books and li- 
braries, through the ordinary mission- 
ary meeting, through missionary lect- 
ures, through classes formed for definite 
study—calling upon the officers present 
to tell from their own experience the ad- 
vantages of these different systems. 

Bishop Vinton read noon prayers for 
Missions; and then a question-box was 
opened. 

It had been found that the questions 
sent in grouped themselves under a few 
headings, which were taken up in turn, 
as 1, Money Matters; 2, Characteristic 
methods pursued in different branches; 
3, How to awaken and increase interest 
among Juniors, young girls, young mar- 
ried women, among people generally, in 
parishes; 4, Miscellaneous questions, as, 
“How can we overcome the feeling that 
missionary boxes are the first, last and 
all of Auxiliary interest and work?’ 
“How can we bring about heartier co- 
operation «between diocesan and paro- 
chial officers ?” 

Every diocesan representation was 
ealled upon for help in answering these 
questions, and in the space of three min- 
utes, or less, given to each, twenty-two 
of the visitors to the conference were 
heard from. 

Systematic giving through envelopes 
in order to meet the expenses of the 
branch as well as to cover the pledges 
made; the gathering of gifts for For- 
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eign Mission pledges during the Epiph- 
any season; the dwelling on the United 
Offering as a thank-offering, encourag- 
ing contributions toward it in acknowl- 
edgment of special mercies; the enlist- 
ing of individual scattered Churchwom- 
en in Auxiliary interest and effort; the 
gathering of files of THe Spirir or Mis- 
sions, and the establishment of mission- 
ary lending and travelling libraries; the 
Girls’ Friendly as a helper in interesting 
the girls between childhood and woman- 
hood, and as furnishing a possible source 
of supply, especially from the asso- 
ciates, for future missionaries, were 
among some of the points brought for- 
ward by questions and answers. 

The question-box was interrupted at 
luncheon time by an adjournment to the 
spacious home of a parishioner, where 
the Worcester parish branches had pro- 
vided an abundant luncheon, after 
which, before returning to the confer- 
ence a Junior exhibit, prepared by Miss 
Lincoln, the Junior secretary of West- 
ern Massachusetts, was displayed, to- 
gether with a fine hospital box which the 
Woman’s Auxiliary had prepared for St. 
Mark’s Hospital, Utah. 

The Juniors had a box for an Indian 
school-girl in South Dakota, and a 
Christmas box, both of which did them 
great credit; dolls dressed as a baby in 
her black nurse’s arms, a little girl, a 
lady in ordinary dress and a bride, to be 
sent as an object lesson to Miss Peck in 
Japan; the beautiful banner of the 
Juniors, on which the names of the or- 
ganized branches of the diocese are 
worked in gold upon a red ground, the 
banner being passed from branch to 
branch as the report of the year’s work 
shows which has taken the lead among 
them. Various methods used for inter- 
esting, instructing, amusing and em- 
ploying Juniors were shown, and these 
two exhibits proved a very helpful part 
of the day. 

At 4:20 Dr. Lloyd made the closing 
address, after which our hosts sped us 
on our homeward way, refreshed by a 
cup of tea.
